FOUND A BLOODY GARMENT, 


Sensational Discovery Made in the Sixty- 
third Street Building. 


After the men who are exploring the base-

The information was given that a por- 
tion of their ice comes from Lake Waubesa, 
Wis... On the company’s wagons is printed 
in one of the corners of the sides: “‘Lake 
Waubesa.”’ 

The Twin Lakes Ice company, No. 1306 
North Ashland avenue, is farther removed 
from the dump than the others. It has two 
ponds, separated from each other by a bank 
of earth. When a workman was sasked 
where the ice was obtained he pointed to the 
two ponds. At one end of,one of them apples 
in various stages of ripeness, from green to 
decayed, were floating in the water.

WITH THE INSURGENTS. 


Its Cuban -Force to Be Increased 25,000 

5 Men, 20,000 of Whom Will Be Infan- 

try*Gen. Campos Kouts 8,000 Insur- 

gents atid Kills 500—Reports of the 

Latest Engagements=Returns of the 

Elections in England=Curses for Stam- 
‘buloft’s Body—Foreign News. 

Madrid, July 22.—Prepaiations are being 
‘made to diapatch large reinforcements of 
troops to Cuba. According to the present 
plans by Aug. 15 20,000 infantry, 1,250 
cavairy, 1,200 artillery, and 1,000 engineers 
will leave Spain for Havana. The govern- 
ment will ask the Cortes to mobilize the First 
Infantry without delay. 

Havana, July 22.—Dispatches received 
here from Manzanillo, Province of Santiago 
de Cuba, say the inhabitants of Manzanillo, 
as well as the inhabitafits of other towns of 
the neighborhood, are giving a warm welcome 
to Captain-General Martinez de Campos in 
recognition of his victory over the insurgents. 

The troops from Santiago de Cuba arrived 
safely at Manzanillo, and were shortly after- 
wards dispatched to Bayamo, where they ar- 
rived without molestation. The news of the 
Captain-General’s victory has been confirmed. 
With 1,200 troops he routed 5,000 insur- 
gents. The insurgents left 500 dead and 
wounded on the field, ana also left 150 dead 
horses on the battlefield. 

‘Antonio Ruiz Perdomo and Manual Var- 
gas, American citizene, left here on tne 
steamer Habana yesterday for New York. 
Messrs. Perdomo and Vargas left Cuba by 
order of the government. .- 

.The Spanish torpedo boat Martin Pinzon 
has arrived at Gibara from Spaia. 

In the battle of Valenzuela  Lieut.-Cols.

Capt. Canada, with a detachment of civil 
guards, engegei a band of insurgents at Car- 
tagena, province of Santa Clara, recently, 
killmmg four, wounding five, and taking one 
prisoner. 

Adispatch from Cienfuegos, province of 
Santa Ciara, announces the surrender there 
of Insurgent Leader Mariano Pine. Two 
other insurgents armed with rifles have sur- 
rendered at Vueltas and eighteen insurgente 
with rifles and ammunition, revolvers and 
machetes, have given themselves up to the 
authorities at Quiemades.

INSIDE HISTORY OF THE MBROURY 
NEWSPAPER DEAL IN GOTHAM. 


— 


Receivership Proceedings Bring to Light 
That the Property Was Purchased to 
Prevent the Advocates of Free Silver 
from Securing an Official Representa- 
tive in New York Journalism—Revised 
Version of That Interview with Gen. 
Harrison=New York News. 

New York, July 22.—[{Special.J—An inter- 
esting story, especially for some of the most 
pronounced silver men in the United States 
Senate, hangs on the legal proceedings in- 
stituted last week before Judge McAdam 
and the injunction issued by him restrain- 
ing William Noble and others from selling 
certain securities, etc., pledged for the pur- 
chase of the newspaper known as the New 
York Mercury and from taking possession 
or of controlling that newspaper pending a 
hearing on a motion to show cause why a 
receiver should not be appointed for said 
newspaper during the pendency of an ac- 
tion for the canceling of certain promissory 
notes given in payment for the property. 

It appears after H. M. La Follette, who 
is the plaintiff in the. case, contracted to 
purchase the newspaper from William No- 
ble, William Cauldwell, and Thomas Ball, 
and had paid $5,000 down, Mr. Noble and 
his associates endeavored to withdraw from 
their bargain, but La Follette had an itron- 
clad contract, refused to yield; paid $20,000 
more, and gave notes for the balance, about 
$112,000 more, and entered into possession. 

It comes out now the purchase of the Mer- 
cury by Mr. La Follette was the means of 
preventing its sale to a combination of silver 
men who were anxious to get an organ in 
this city to propagate and advocate their 
views on the silver question. Mr. Noble and 
his associates discovered after they had 
bargained with Mr. La Follette that they 
could get a far greater price by turning the 
property over to the silverites, and they 
tried to get Mr. La Follette out. The silver 
men who attempted to buy the Mercury were 
United States Senators Dubois, Pettigrew, 
Teller, Jones, Mantle, Hansbrough, and 
Shoup. 

A few months ago they sent out from 
Washington over their signatures a confi- 
dential letter to their friends setting out the 
necessity for a silver paper in the East, by 
which it would be “aroused” as the West 
already was. They had discovered after 
painstaking search that this New York 
newspaper could be had, and they were now 
prepared to ask their friends to advance 
money to it “asaloan.”’ It was now a silver 
paper, and “in consideration of the loan ad- 
vised by those interested in the silver cause, 
a written agreement had been made that 
the paper shall be non-partisan and devoted 
to the cause of silver.”’ 

Senators Pettigrew and Dubois had per- 
sonally investigated the matter and the en- 
tire combination of silverites were certain 
the loan would be paid back within three 
years. They went on to say: ‘‘An oppor- 
tunity is thus afforded to secure a great 
daily paper in New York City whose finan- 
cial policy will be controlled by tried silver 
men.” 

This letter was accompanied by a proposed 
contract for subscriptions and setting out 
the purposes for which they were made. 
The preferred stock was not to exceed $250,- 
000, a majority of which was to be depos- 
ited in trust until after the next Presi- 
dential election and to insure the paper's 
consistent policy in support of free coinage.

DIME BANK’S ASSETS BETTER. 


Cashier Walden Took Nearly $30,000, but 
Some Deposits Appear. 

New York, July 22.—News cémes that the 
vaults of the suspended Dime Savings Bank 
at .Willimantic, Conn., were opened today 
and a search made for the securities and 
cash. This resulted in placing the deficit 
at $26,900 at the least calculation. Railway 
bonds amounting to $11,000, mortgage bonds 
of $6,500, and eash deposits of $4,400 and 
$5,000 additional are all gone. When the 
First National Bank failed here defaulting 
Cashier John Walden of the Dime Bank 
opened an account at the First National in 
Hartford. He deposited there $46,000 in se- 
curities and drew $25,000 in cash for use of 
the Dime Savings Bank. 

Later he returned to the Nationdl Bank of 
Hartford $20,000 and retained $5,000, which 
has disappeared with him. The bank was 
closed today and a meeting of incorporators 
was held. The bank has a deposit of $8,000 
at the Windham National Bank in this city 
and a large deposit at the Hartford Trust 
company, both of which are safe and will 
materially swell the assets. 


STANDS BY HIS BATTERED BOAT. 


But Skipper Erickson’s Wife and Son Are 
Rescued by. the Ems. 

New York, July 22.—[Special.]—The North 
German Lioyd liner Ems, bound to New 
York from Bremen, while passing down the 
North Sea July 13 saw a smal) schooner 
with its decks awash, hove to, flying signals 
of distress.

HOW TO MAKE MINING PAY. 


Irwin Stump Would Put More Business Into 
Itand Less Wind. 

New York, July 22.—(Special.J—Irwin C, 
Stump of California, well-known in the 
mining world, has a plan for making it safe 
to deal in mining securities. This is about 
as startling a proposition as was ever 
mooted. An impression prevails among 
the knowing ones that it is much more prof- 
itable to play with a three-card monte man 
than to dabble in mining stocks. ‘The Cali- 
fornian says he wants to start a big com- 
pany or syndicate that will deal in gold or 
siver mines on a business basis, just as one 
deals in eggs or potatoes, buying and selling 
mines On a small commission. At present 


the mining promoter pays $10,000 for a prop- 


erty, and, after hiring a man with a vivid 
imagination to write brilliant romances 
about it, floats it on a capitalization of a 
million, Men and women invest their small 
Savings and lose them, of course, and a few 
months later the promoter cleans up his 
winnings and buys a brown stone house. 
Then he locates another hole in the ground, 
tells more lies about it, and lands a lot more 

come on’s,.”” This is how Mr. Stump de- 
scribes the process. 

“If men like J. Pierpont Morgan or B. O. 
Milis,” said heoday, ‘will go intoa syndic- 
ate for dealing in gold and siver mines, the 
public will know that they are not going to 
get swindled. There are thousands of mines 
in this country that might be developed, and 
would be if there were some honest concerns 
to develop them. But capital will not go 
into mining nowadays because it has been 
deceived so often. If a concern equipped 
with the best mining experts they could 
get financiered the mine they could do it 
for a small percentage. As a result mining 
stocks representing an outlay of money 
only, and not an output of wind, would pay 
dividends, and would be dealt in by con- 
servative members. If a solid companyter- 
tified that it had paid so much for a mine on 
the basis of such and such tests the investor 
would know where he stood.’’ 

Mr. Stump believes that the time is now 
ripe for a great boom in mining stocks. Ile 
contemplates the formation of an explora- 
tion party similar to that set afloat in South 
Africa by Cecil Rhodes and the Rothschilds. 
Certain millionaires believe that New- 
Yorkers are tired of speculating in Cord- 
age, Sugar, Lead, and Whisky trust secur- 
ities and would welcome a brand new color 
of chips that might give them more fun for 
their money. Mr. Stump is the manager of 
the estate of the late Senator Hearst. 


ONE EFFECT OF CHICAGU’S GROWTH. 


It Evokes an Ontburst of Sarcasm from a 
New York Newspaper. 

New York, July 22.—[Special.]—The Mail 
and Express gets Ogly every time the popu- 
lation of Chicago is held up in comparison 
against that of New York; it also grows 
ironical and editorially exploits its views 
after the fashion of the following from its 
issue of today concerning the éstimate re- 
cently made by the Chicago directory man:

HEATED DEBATE IN THE OOUNOIL 
ON A HEALTH MEASURE. 


Appropriation to Pay 200 Doctors to Vac- 
inate People the ThemeAldermen 
Have a Tilt with the Mayor=Ordinance 
Kstablishing the Milk Bureau Is Vetoed 
Experimental Garbage Legislation Is 
Passed=Body Adjourns for the Sum- 
mer. 


Some excitement and much bad feeling 
were created in the Council last evening. It 
was the last meeting prior to thesummer va- 
cation. The fight came through the report of 
the Finance committes recommending the 
passage of an ordinance appropriating $15,- 
000 for the Health Department to use for 
vaccination purposes, The report of the 
committee bunched several ordinances; 
some of them had been deferred and pub- 
lished as required by the rule and others 
had ~ not, Ald. Madden, in making 
the report, asked unanimous consent 
to place tthe Health Department 
ordinance on its passage with the rest and 
there were no objections. One ordinance pro- 
vided for the building of a bridge at North 
Halsted street not to exceed a cost of $96,- 
000, providing the contractor was willing to 
wait for his money. He stated the North 
Chicago Street railway company was willing 
to stand 25 per cent of the expense, Another 
appropriated $125,000 for the extension of 
the north shore intake tunnel 6,000 feet into 
the lake. Another was the $15,000 appro- 
priation for the Health Department, and 
there was one or two others of minor impor- 
tance. 

Ald. Mann moved to defer and publish the 
ordinances in the report that had not been 
published in the proceedings, but Aid. Mad- 
den made the point of order that Mr. Mann 
was too late with his motion, as the Council 
had given unanimous consent that they should 
be placed on their passage. The Mayor de- 
cided the point well taken and Ald. Mann 
tried to secure recognition, but the Mayor 
made so much noise with his gavel that the 
Thirty-second Ward Alderman subsided. 
Then Ald. Lawler tried to tack on an amend- 
meént to an ordinance in the report providing 
that laboringmen get a half holiday Satur- 
days during the summer months, Ald. Law- 
ler’s amendment provided for a half holiday 
Saturdays the whole year around, Ald. Mad- 
den scored this, and after he had finished Ald. 
Mann had his round with Mayor Swift. 

Politics in the Measure, 

There was more or less politics in this ordi- 
nance, as was the case with several other 
measures last evening, one being an amend- 
mentto the twin wire telephone ordinance. 
The ordinance for the appropriation for the 
Health Department was in the air several 
days, and it waa only by making some conces- 
sions that the measure waa allowed to pass, The 
money is to be used in paying physicians for 
making examinations., Under the plan adopted 
it will take some 200 doctors to do the work, as 
it is proposed to station them at the school- 
houses and police stations. The Aldermen 
refused to pass the ordinance if the Health 
Department insisted upon the right to name 
the men, It was finally agreed that the 
doctors should be named on the recommenda- 
tion of the Aldermen, the Aldermen of ‘each 
ward making the selections for the territory 
represented. The doctorsare to beallowed 25 
cents for each typical vaccination and 4re re- 
quired to report to the Health Department 
the number of vaccinations made. 

After Ald. Madden had finished his reply to 
Ald. Lawler the Mayor ordered a roll-call, 
and Clerk had commenced ahen Ald. 
Mann jumped up and asked for a division of 
the report. The Mayor ruled Ald, Mann out 
of order, asthe calling of the roll was in’ 
progress, Ald. Mann persisted in his motion, 
shouting at the top of his Voice, 

‘*Mr, Chairman,” he yelled, “I desire a 
division of the report.” 

** The Clerk will proceed with the roll-call,” 
answered Mayor Swift. 


Charges Violation of the Statutes. 


‘The Chair knows very well he has express- 
ly violated the statute providing for deferring 
and publishnga report of a committee,’ 
answered Ald. Mann. ‘It is a statutory pro- 
vision. He violates every principle of par- 
liamentary law in attempting to make the 
Council vote upona dozen different ordi- 
nances in the report of the Finance commit- 
tee at once, where the rules require 
that upon the request of any member 
they shall be voted upon separately. The 
Chairman of the Finance committee arose 
and presented his reports. Immediately I 
asked that a portion of them be deferred and 
published under the statute. The Chair re- 
fused to recognize any such motion.” 

What more the Alderman said was lost io 
the noise created by the Mayor rapping his 
gavel. When Ald. Greenacre’s name was 
called he said that he wished to explain his 
vote. 

“It takes the unanimous consent of the 
Council to allow you to explain your vote,”’ 
answered the Mayar. 

‘+ As it is I can’t vote one way or the other,”’ 
answered the Alderman. 

‘Call the roil,”’ directed the Mayor. 

‘Inder the Constitution we are told that 
we can vote, but Iam now denied the privi- 
lege bythe Chair,” shouted Ald, Greenacre, 

Again Mayor Swift ordered the clerk to 
call the roll. 

*T have read of George III.,”’ went on Ald. 
Greenacre, * but he can’t be compared with 
George Swift. [Laughter.] I vote no, I 
have to vote no on the whole business, ¢l 
can’t vote otherwise.”’ 

When Ald. Mann’s name was called by the 
clerk he also attempted to explain his vote, 
but was yelled down by a number of the 
Aldermen. 

‘I’m not going to say anything that is go- 
ing to offend anybody,”’ yelled Ald, Mann. 
‘Tf it were possible for me to know——”’ 

Here again he was stopped by Chairman 
Swift, who kept up a vigorous pounding with 
the gavel, 

‘* Mr. Clerk, you call the roll,” directed the 
Chairman. 

‘*] want to ask upon what we are voting.”’ 

The only answer he got was the continued 
pounding of the gavel by the Chair. Twice 
again he tried to ask the question, but his 
voice was lost in the confusion, and again the 
Chair told the Clerk to call the roll, saying 
that if he didn’t answer to go on with the’roll-

Veto for the Milk Bureau, 


Mayor Swift vetoed the ordinance amend- 
ing the ordinance establishing the Milk Bu- 
reau. His reasons for doing so are ar fol- 
lows: 

A large number ef milk dealers have paid their 
license fee of $10 for tne current license year, 
which began May 1; others who ought to have 
done so have not paid the license fee, but are de- 
linquent. The dealers under the classification 
for which only a $2 license fee is now charged. 
but who have already paid $10, would huve just 
reason to complain that they had been treated 
unfairly, while dealers who have not paid wouid 
practically be given a premium for their delia- 
quency.. It would create much confusion 
to attempt to refund the difference be- 
tween $2 and $10 to those who have aiready paid, 
and it would be wanifestly unfair to impose an 
additional burden upon those who promptly 
came forward and paid the license of $10 Lereto- 
fore required. I think this ordinance should not 
take effect in any event until the ead of the cur- 
rent year. 

Farther than that, I am of the opinion that the 
reduction of the license fee ought not to be made 
atall. It would probably have the. effect_to 
make a large increase in the pumberof milk 
dealers. ‘Ibhere.are at present in the city about 
8.600 of such dealers, and it is difficuit.for the 
Milk Department now to reach them all as fre- 
quently asis desirable by inspection and analysis. 

Ald. Madden got the ordinance concerning 
the West Randolph street: public market 
amended by adding the provision that small 
producers may be allowed to purchase prod- 
uce from producers and shail be allowed to 
sell such produce in the market. 


Legistation for Barmaids. 


Ald. Lawler introduced an order directing 
the Controller to transfer the $36,000 from 
the epecial interest account to the credit of 
the Department of Public Works te be used 
in repairing streets. It was referred to the 
Finance commitiee, Hé hasa similar meas- 
ure which was shelved a week or two ago. 
He also duplicated his ordinance relating to 
barmaids, It went to the Committee on 
Licenses. 

Ald. Coughlin introduced an ordinance 
which was sent to the Committee on Rail- 
roads, p-oviding that railroad corporations 
shall cause to be attached to the bell of each 
engine an automatic bellringer.’ A fine of 
not less than $25 and not to exceed $100 is 
provided as a penalty, 

Ald. Manierre called up his ordinance re- 
quiring ashes and garbage be kept in separate 
receptacles by the householders of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward.

Mayor Swift vetoed the ordinauce intro. 
duced by Ald. Greenacre repealing the Sixty- 
fifth street improvement ordinance: This is 
the measure that got Noble and Greenacre 
into a controversy a week ago. The Vote by.

Mr. Harvey Confines Himself to a Discus- 
sion of the Theories of Scientific Bimet- 
allism=—Mr. Horr Tells What Effect a 
Cheap Dellar Would Have Upon the 
Wages and Comforts of Those Who Live 
by the Earning of Daily Wages—Printed 
Documents Circulated in the Audience,

Mr. Harvey showed cunning by confining 
his argument to a discussion of scientific bi- 
metallism, interspersed with just enough mis- 
quotauon of Mr. Horr to keep that man al. 
most continually on the defensive. ‘After Mr. 
Horr had corrected the misstatements of Mr. 
Harvey regarding the utterances attributed to 
himself he invariably heard the tap of the

Not wishing to rely entirely upon hig 
own eloquence Mr. Harvey brought into 
the arena a formidabie-iooking tray

Before the debate was concluded it 
was demonstrated that this tray contained 
innumerable printed statistical tables which 
were freely circulated among the members of 


ments made relative to the annual price of 
silverin London per ounce from 18338 to 
1894, of the world’s production of gold and 
siiver from 1545 to 1893, and of the ratio 
between gold and silver before and aiter the 
demonetization act of 1873. 

After Mr. Harvey had had two or three 
rounds with his argument Mr. Horr suid with 
more effect than any utterance on either side 
during the debate:

The question is 
not that of the ratio of value between gold 
and silver, What we are interested in find- 
ing out is, under which system will each day’s 
labor bring the greatest amount of the com- 
forts of life to tne largest number of human 
beings? Thetendency of civilization is to 
decrease the amount of human energy in 
production and at the same time to increase 
the wages of those who toil. I am a believer 


in cheap prices and only oppose them when 


they cheapen the wages of labor,”’ 

Mr. Horr insisted Mr. Harvey would in- 
crease wages by cutting the value of the dol- 
lar in two, which would be as absurd as to 
try to double the amount of clothin exist- 
ence by calling eighteen inches a yard. Mr. 
Harvey retaliated by claiming the demonetiz- 
ation act of 1873 doubled the length of the 
financial yard stick.

THEY BEGIN TO DISCUSS RATIOS, 


Debate Reaches a Point Where Assertion Is 
Met with Counter- Assertion. 
|Copyright, 1896, by Azel F. Hatch.} 

The debate was opened by Mr. Horr with 
an evident purpose to get at the discussion 
of the ratio, which he considers the vital 
point to be discussed. Extracts from the 
speeches follow: 

Mr. Hotr—History is full of efforts of govern- 
ments to force the legal ratio upon the people, and 

is no instance on record where the market 

val of each metal has not controlled in the end, 
and the best money has always been driven .from 
the field by the cheaper. France tried to main- 
tain both metals as a circulating medium from 
1113 to 1874 on some legal ratio, and between 
those dates France changed the mint price of 
the gold mark 146 times and the mint price of the 
silver mark 251 times, and thus changed the ratio 
a large number of times, and in 1726 she fixed her 
legal ratio at 14% to 1. At that time she rated 
silver too high, and while England became a gold 
Standard country France became a silver stand- 
aré one. In 1803 she lowered the legal value of 
silver and fixed her ratio at 15% to 1, where it is 
nominally today, but in 1874 she ceased the free 
coinage of silver altogether. The experience of 
the United States in an effort to establish and 
maintain a double standard has been the experi- 
ence of the entire world. During the nineteenth 
century all the great civilized and commercial 
mations on the face of the globe have adopted the 
gold standard and have done so without discount- 
ing silver as money, but every one of them re- 
fused free coinage to silver on any ratio. 

{in his opening speech Mr. Harvey reverted to 
the “‘ Crime .of ’73,’" and endeavored to disprove 
Mr. Horr’s claim 4s to the fairness of the legisla- 
tion of 1873. Continuing Mr. Harvey said:] 

Those whom Mr. Horr first mentioned were the 
Treasurer, the Controller of the Treasury, and the 
Director of the Mint, all of whom soon after the 
expiration of their terms of office became promi- 
nent national bankers. Outside of these he has 
called no witnesses who have, since 1873, spoken 
upon this question, except a letter written in the 
last few days from an ex-Congressman in Indiana, 
whose essential statements are contradicted by the 
Senate proceedings. With this exception he 
brings only one prominent witness. It is Senator 
Morrill of Vermont, over whom Mr. Horr pro- 
noun n.eulogy. Mr. Horr says of Senator 


-Morrill,“*‘ If there is an honest, pure man inside 


the United States it is Justin S. Morrill.”” I am 
gcing to shatter the reputation of Mr. Horr’s New 
England idol. Mr. Horr reads an.extract from a 
letter from Senator Morrill in which the latter 
Says that ‘‘ Congress purposely omitted to pro- 
vide for the further coinage of the silver dollar *’— 
Now observe, I read Senator Morrill’s exact lan- 
fuage—‘* none having been coined for nearly forty 
years."’ I now hand Mr. Horr a report of the Di- 
rector- of the Mint for 1891; open at page 212, and 
Call his attention to the number of silver dollars 
coined during the forty years next prior to 1873, 
and hand to the stenographer a copy of that report 
of the mint, showing the number of silver dollars 
coined for each of those years, to be inserted at 
this point in my remarks.

First, as to unlimited coinage: When the mints 
are open to unlimited coinage of the two metals an 
unlimited demand is created for them. The 
quantity is limited. When these two metals seek 
& market they find a demand for their use in the 
arts and manufactures, which is limited. The 
surplus finds an unlimited market at the mints to 
be coined into money, the object for which all 
other products seek the market. They thus have 
an unlimited market, as the mints are open to all 
that comes. With a limited supply and unlimited 
demand, What stops their value rising? It is this: 
The law Says: “‘ We coin 3714 grains pure silver 
and 23.2 grains pure gold, respectively, into dol- 
lars, and confer upon these coins functions which 
make for them a permanent and equal demand.’’ 
When this is the law people will not take less for 
their silver and gold, the quantities above named, 
than a dollar of current money, for they have the 
right to have it coined into dollars. The law 
fixes the'quantity in the dollar, and the unlimited 
demand hoids it firmly to that point. In this re- 
spect money is a creation of law. Without this 
law there is a demand for the metal. The law aids 
& new use and a‘new demand for it. 


Both Indulge in Sarcasm. 


Mr. Horr—‘‘ Coin’”’ in his ‘“* Financial School,’’ 
realy admits that the ratio between the two metals 
must always be determined by the actual value of 
the metals in the markets of the world, and ignores 
the doctrine of the ratio of 16 to 1 being possible at 
the _ present day. On page 111 “Coin” says: 

We express values in dollars, the unit of our 
monetary system. That unit is now the gold dol- 
lar of 23 2-10 grains of pure gold or 25 8-10 grains 
of standard gold. If we were to cut this amount 
in two and make 11 6-10 grains pure gold a unit or 
dollar, we would thereby double the value of all 
the property in the United States except debts.’’ 
Precisely such another proposition would be: We 
measure cloth in this country, legally, with a 
yard-stick thirty-six inches long. If we were to 
cut the yard-stick into two and declare by law that 
eighteen inches shall hereafter be a yard we would 
thereby double the amount of cloth in the United 
States. 

Then again, on page 143, he says: ‘‘.With silver 
remonetized, and a just and equitable standard of 
values, we can, if necessary, by act of Congress, 
reduce the number of grains in a gold dollar till it 
is of the same value as the silver dollar. We can 
legislate the premium out of gold. Now, then, 
what becmes of his ratio of 16to1? Here is what 
he virtually says: Thegdld dollar may be cut 
down if need be so that the ratio shall be 16 to \. 
If silver remains as cheap as it is today he will 
then retain the 16. Somehow he seems to be stuck 
on sweet sixteen. The boy’s mathematics, how- 
ever, are as defective as his veracity. Mathe- 
matically 16 to % is the same as 32 to 1, so it is 
not the ratio he cares about. 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr says that I deny that the 
two metals can be kept in circulation at a fixed 
ratio. I have not said that> for they can be, «as 
they have been done in this country. I know 
they have attempted to make you believe that 
there was no gold in circulation up to 1834, and 
that there was no silver in circulation in this 
country, or seeking the mints, after 1850, but 
both were misrepresentations, as the report of the 
Director of the Mint shows both metals were in 
circulation, and as our old citizens know, silver 
vas in circulation before the suspension of specic 
payments in 1861. Mr. Horr alludes to some- 
thing I have said before, and then adds, ‘* Cut the 
yard stick half in two and it will make twice as 
many yards of cloth in the world.’’ Now, Mr. 
Horr, let me tell what you people did in 1873. 
You doubled the length of the yard stick. 

Mr. Horr—Is it possible that my friend Harvey 
believes. when he says that-the act of 1873, when 
it demonetized silver, cut the price of proper- 
ty of the world in two, and that prices immediately, 
as they must have done if their statement is true, 
dropped 50 per cent? 


Real Measure of Values. 


What ‘“‘Coin’’ is really after is a cheap dollar. 
He would reduce at one stroke, if need be, the 
value of the money unit of this country one-half. 
If that is not adopting a 50-cent dollar what is it? 
The real measure of values is human toil. To de- 
cide whether any system of finances is best you 
must inquire into its effect upon the toiling mill- 
ions. The greatest commodity ever placed on 
the markets of the world is labor. To know 
whether gold has appreciated or depreciated in 
real value the price paid for any human effort 
must never be omitted. Hence this thought 
about the general range of prices being stable is 
pure nénsense. 

I am a believer in cheap prices, and only oppose 
them when the cheapening of the price is at the 
expense of the men who do the work, and my entire 
opposition to this entire plan of my opponent is 
that he proposes to cut in two the wages received 
by the men who work, because—having been a 
laboring man until my head is entirely white—I 
have leagned the fact which every political econ- 
omist states and none deny—that the last thing 
which is advanced under a cheapening process of 
the money standard is always the wages of the 
men who do the work of the world. 

Mr. Harvey—Mr. Horr argues that the dear dol- 
lar is of more benefit to laborers than a cheaper 
dollar. The terms dearer and cheaper are relative 
terms as compared with your property and your 
services. If he is right that a dearer dollar is the 
best and the dearer it gets the better it is—because 
his argument must be followed to its logical con- 
clusion—then we might find séme metal in the 
world that is scarcer than. gold and is, dearer than 
gold with which a laboring man could purchase 
more than he can at present with the gold dollar. 

Mr. Horr—You may make two standards by law. 
but the people will discard one and use the other. 
We necessarily are compelled to do business with 
one or the other unless the value happens to be 
precisely the same, so that the measure becomes 
one and identical. I make this proposition to Mr. 
Harvey: Since this Nation began the years from 
1879 to 1892 found our people better employed 
and at better wages than in any other same num- 
ber of years since this government was formed. 
I know what I am talking about. Four millions 
of men today out of employment! Where did you 
get your figures? Did that inspired baby give 
them to you? They must correspond with some of 
the other mathematics that I shall get to in that 
book. 

Mr. Harvey—I said from two to four millions. 

Mr. Horr—Two to four milions. Four millions 
is out of the question. Two milions is just 
about as bad. There isn’t any truth in 
either statement. Some people are out of employ- 
ment in this country. I know that any man who 
says that from 1879 to 1892 this country was in 
financial distress and that the laboringmen were 
not then well employed is not well qualified to talk 
upon the subject, because that is not the fact. 


Questions Then Were Put. 


Mr. Horr—This question is put to me by Mr. 
John J. McGrath, President of the Bricklayers’ 
and Stunemasons’ Union of Chicago: 

“Why is it that the workingman’s opportunity 
does not keep pace with his increased productive- 
ness—if he produces five times what he did twenty 
years ago, ought he not to get five times the pay” 
In other words, what right has the dollar that its 
value (purchasing power) should be increased 
thereby ?’’ 

I do not understand the last line. I understand 
the import, however, of the general question. 
The trouble with that question is that Mr. Mc- 
Grath assumes two or three things that may not 
be true. ‘““Why is it that the. workingman’s op- 
portunity does not keep pace with his increased 
productiveness?”’ I do not know but what it did. 
“If he produce five times what he did twenty 
years ago’’~well, I don’t know as he does. 
you lay five tinies as many brick as you used to 
lay thirty years ago? Can a man do that? Itis 
a fair question. I did not know as you could do 


that.

Tairty-nine pairs.of eyes were turned on Jon- 
athban Merriam, who is just now the most 
conspicuous figure in Springfield. Jonathan 
Merriam has a resolution for the appointment 
of a committee of five, three from the House 
and two from the Senate, to investigate 
charges of bribery made against the Assembly 
at the reguiar session, The resolution has 
been in his possession about a week, LEvery- 
body knows he has it and everybody wishes 
he would introduces it if he is going 
to and let it be adopted o: defeated. 
Anything is preferable to suspense. Mr. 
Merriam frankly admits he has no evidence 
to substantiate the charges. He knows noth- 
ing beyond current rumor and allegations 
made in newspapers. The general opinion 
seems to be if the resolution is adopted peo- 
ple other than Mr. Merriam will make the 
prosecution or inquiry. The folks who have 
been free with the charges will probably 
make the fight. It was expected and rather 
hoped that Jona than would fire his resolu- 
tion in the House this afternoon, but he 
didn’t do anything of the kind. He says he 
may introduce it in the morning and he may 
conclude to wait until after the joint caucus 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The session of the House this afternoon 
was remarkable for the great amount of work 
transacted in a few minutes. The arbitration 
bill was made a special order for tomorrow 
morning, when it will be passed and sent to 
the Senate. It will go to a second reading 
in that body in no time at all. One of the 
Senate committees has prepared an arbitra- 
tion bill which differs from that.in the House 
in only one particular. One measure provides 
for lucal boards and the other does not. The 
house this afternoon sent alorg an amend- 
ment to the revenus code, offered by Mr. 
White of Whiteside. This is the measure the 
House expected to pass on this important 
question. 

Gist of Its Provisions. 

It gives the Assessor power to examine wit- 
nesse; as to the amount of perscnal property 
in cases where a person refuses to make a 
schedule under oath and to fix the value there- 
of. It declares that any person listing prop- 
erty who shall swear falsely as to the quanti- 
ty, quality, vaiue, or amount of such person- 
al property shall be guilty of perjury. A re- 
fusal to testify is a misdemeanor punishable 
by tine. The Assessor has the power to add 
tc the value of a false list an amount equal to 
50 per cent, and any person called by 
the Assessor who shall swear falseiy 
shall be deemed guilty of per- 
jury. Failure to list personal property 
is declared to be a misdemeanor punishable 
by a fine not exceeding $500. Assessors who 
fail, neglect, or refuse to perform any of 
their duties shail be fined from $25 to $500. 
Any Assessor who solicits or accepts any valu- 
able thing for undervalvation or failure to as- 
sess any person or any property of any 
person shal! be deemed guilty of feiony and 
fined not exceeding $1,000, and may be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary not exceeding 
ayear. Any person who shall give to any As- 
sessor any fee, money, or thing of value as a 
bribe shall be a competent Witnes: against 
such Assessor. ; 

Everything points tothe passage of this 
bili by the House, provided, of course, an ad- 
journment within a couple of weeks is accom- 

lished, The caucus tomorrow will, it is be- 

ieved, take some action as to what measures 
shall be considered and the duration of the 
session. About half the Republicans in the 
House and Senate are willing to put the Treas- 
ury in good condition, pass an arbitration 
bill, the White revenue bill above re- 
ferred to, and adjourn sine die. This 
can all be done within * eight or 
nine days if the Republicans agree to it. 3 
Cochran says today the House wili adjourn 
within a week. He evidently expects the 
White revenue bill to be read a second time 
tomorrow, passed by the House, go to second 
reading in the Senate Wednesday, and be 
passed by that body Friday. If tne caucus 
agrees to it tomorrow a bill introduced by 
Senator Crawford increasing the tax levy 
$750,000 tor the next fiscal year and the one 
thereafter will be put through both bodies of 
the Legislature before the week is over, 


Investigation Flurry Abatinge. 


The investigation business doesn’t excite as 
much commotion and commentas it did a 
week ago when Col. Merriam annoucced his 
intention of introducing a resolution for the 
appointment of a joint committee. Some 
folks, it ia said, are afraid of it for personal 
reasons and others don’t want it on political 
grounds. A great nany men deciare it should 
be made the subject of judiciai inquiry, pro- 
vided the facts on hand substantiaie the 
charges. Others believe the resolution should 
be specific in its terms and limit the inquiry 
to such affairs as are set torth 
in the resolution. Col, Merriam 
has wanted the Republican steering 
committee of the House to sanction the reso- 
lution, but that body has up to date declined 
to take up the matter as a party issue. The 
Colonel hag been to!d, however, if he wants 
to introduce the resolution he can go ahead 
with it, with the understanding that his uct is 
that of.an individual member and not that of 
a party. He will probably have no trouble 
finding foiks who will take the fight off his 
bands in case the resoiution is adopted. Some 
of the Senators say they see no guod reason 
why they should vote for a resolution of 
inquiry when the charges have all been 
leveied against the Hou-e. ‘Their idea 1s if 
the House wants to make an iuvestigation of 
its actions it has that privilege. They are not 
disposed to vote fora resolution to investi- 
gate their body when there is no demand for 
anything of the kind. If the Merriam reso- 
lution passes the House, which is by no 
means certain, it will surely meet with a fight 
in the Senate. That body wil! probably re. 
iuse to concur in it, thus allowing the Hou;e 
the constitutional right of investigating itself 
if it wants to. 


For the House to Decide. 


A lot of bills came tumbiing fnto the 
House this afternoon, the most noteworthy 
being one offered by Wilson of Schuyler, 
describing a uniform system of text books 
for schoois with a taxation clause attache 
thereto, thus making it a quasi revenue meas- 
ure, Soon after this measure was introduced 
Speaker Cochran made a most important 
announcement.

That isto say, he held 
that the Speaker, as presiding officer 
of the House, had = no 
construe the Uovernor’s 
special session. The House must settie 
such questions and by a majority vote decide 
whether or not a bill is within the Governor’s 
call, Everybody who knows Legislatures at ail 
is aware of the fact that the average lawmaker

GRAND JURY WANTS TO SEE JUSTICES. 


They Omit to Put Names of Witnesses on 
Bonds and Mittimuses. 

Seven of the Justices of the Peace and Po- 
lice Justices will have to appear before the 
grand jury toexplain why they have neglect- 
ed to put upon the bonds and mittimuses the 
names of witnesses in cases they have tried.

FORGED CHECKS ON RELIGOUS SOCIETY. 


| Several Have Appeared but Only One So 


Far Reported as Passed. 

Forged checks issued in the name of the 
Illinois Home Missionary Society, a Congre- 
gational organization having headquarters ut 
No. 153 La Salle street. have appeared at 
several points in Illinvis, and in at least one 
case one of these checks has been successfully 
passed. In this case the Sandwich Bank at 
Sandwich, tll, is the institution victimized, 
The Sand wich Bank clears through the Union 
National Bank and when the latter bank 
offered the check for collection it was re- 
fused. The check was drawn on the Bankers’ 
National Bank of Chicago, in which bank the 
society has never made a deposit. ‘check 
was signed with the names of Aaron B, Mead, 
Treasurer of the Illinois Home Missionary 
Society. and countersigned with the name of 
James Tompkins, Superintendent of the or- 
ganization. The peculiar thing about the 
check was that not only were the names 
forged but also the check itself, an origina! 
design being printed especially for the pur- 
poses of the forgery. Oneor two small banks 
in the State have had similar checks offered 
them, but. the Sandwich Bank was the only 
one that was duped. 

The Bankers’ Association has taken the 
whole matter in charge. and has placed the 
investigation in the hands of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency,

First Two Classes for Pacers Are Won in 
Straight Heats. 

Detroit, Mich., July 22.—[Special.]—Great 
improvements have been made in the new 
grounds of the Detroit Driving club since 
they were opened last July, and the grand 
circuit meeting which began here today is 
likely to furnish many sensations in the way 
of speed.

NEW DEFENDER WALKS AWAY FROM 
THE OHAMPION OF 1893. 


Second and Last of the Series of Races Off 
Sandy Hook Shows Conclusively the 
New Yacht Is Far Better than Any 
That Has Ever Sailed in American 
Waters—Its Magnificent Sailing Yester- 
day Makes the America Cup Holders 
Breathe Easier. 


New York, July 22.—[Special.]—There nev- 
er was a minute when the Vigilant was in 
it today over the triangular thirty-mile 
course off Sandy Hook. The Defender won 
the race with 9 minutes 18 seconds elapsed 
time to spare. It crossed the starting line 
31 seconds ahead of the Vigilant at 11:25:30. 
Good judges say the Vigilant is from eight 
to ten minutes faster than in 1893, when it 
defended the cup against the Valkyrie II. 
Today’s race was a thorough and satisfying 
test of the ability of the new boat. It proved 
it is a thorough flyer in any kind of weather 
and at any sort of race. Immediately after 
the start the Vigilant hoisted a red flag of 
protest. There was apparently no reason

The wind was flirting on the trip from the 
first turn, at times blowing hard and then 
dying away to nothing. Withal Defénder 
weathered everything admirably, standing 
up against a gale or light breeze with a great 
deal of stability. From the gun to the first 
turn Defender gained at every lurch, nbt- 


withstanding the efforts of Vigilant’s crew 


to cut down the advantage. 

Defender dodged around the first mark, 
standing on the starboard tack, at 12:57:01, 
and two minutes later Vigilant swept around 
in hot pursuit. The next stretch suited De- 
fender, for it increased the distance between 
the two at every move, cutting through the 
sea as though propelled by other methods 
than a breeze. It took nearly two hours 
to go to the stretch to the second turn, which 
was passed by Defender at 2:50:11, while 
Vigilant made the twist seven minutes and 
thirty-nine seconds in the rear.

EVERY one in Chicago who has any re- 
gard for the street proprieties will rejoice 
that there is a possibility the Common Coun- 
cil will refuse to grant any more permits 
for the overhead banner nuisance and will 
confine it hereafter to some of the outlying 
streets. There is scarcely one ofthe down- 
town streets which is not disfigured with 
these banners, and their number increases 
daily. They are ugly, vulgar, inartistic, 
dirty, and dangerous. They spoil the lines 
of the streets and interrupt vision. They 
are likely in a gale to pull down the supports 
to which they are attached or to break their 
ropes and scare horses and injure persons, 
They are the peculiar property of the 
country village and should not be allowed 
in a city, least of all in the business section. 
It is within the province of the Council to 
abate this nuisance and it should lose no 
time doing so. 


THE SITUATION IN GREAT BRITAIN. 

The British Liberals have received as 
crushing a defeat ‘as did the Democrats last 
fall and their representation in the next Par- 
liament with the [Irish home rulers addcd 
will probably not exceed one-third of the 
members. Thus far the Unionists show a 
net gain of 68, giving the government a ma- 
jority of 108, with 160 districts yet to hear 
from almost entirely in the counties and 
shires where the Unionists will be likely to 
make further gains. It is not unlikely the 
Tories will have over 400 seats and the Lib- 
érals hardly 200 with the Irish phalanx, 
which may not act with them.on most ques- 
tions. The Tories will have full control by 
overwhelming majorities for their measures 
and policies for the next seven years, run- 
ning into the new century. In this country 
another election would be held in two years, 
but in Great Britain the Liberals must wait 
six or seven years. Meanwhile the Torics 
will in ati probability still further strength- 
en their hold upon power by reducing the 
Irish members in future Parliaments to %0 
or S84 seats and adding 20 or more to the Lon- 
don representation to offset the decrease in 
the population of Ireland. 

It is easy enough to account for this polit- 
ical tidal wave. The Liberals were con- 
fronted with obstacles on every hand, some 
of their own making and the rest placed in 
their way by their Tory enemies and dissat- 
isfied allies. They were with6éut a compe- 
tent leader. Gladstone’s retirement from 
public life left them without the powerful 
help of theiroldchampionand that weakened 
and demoralized the whole line. The people 
»had no confidence in the Liberal platform. 
They looked upon the party as incompetent 
and its principles as so impracticable they 
could not be carried out much before thc 
miliennium. They remembered that the Lib- 
eral party came into power promising all 
manner of reforms and after three or four 
years of control they observed that they 
were no nearer securing those reforms than 
when they began. The electors evidently 
have no faith in reforms by wholesale. The 
Pall Mall Gazette tersely summed up the sit- 
uation when it said: “The choice betwecn 
the electors is between government by evo- 
lution and government by' revolution; be- 
tween adaptation and special creation.”’ The 
electors, in a word, threw the Liberal party, 
its leaders, and its platform overboard and 
elected a man whose eritire career is one of 
active opposition to everything which Lib- 
éeralism represents. Even their old allies ar- 
raigned them for their donothingism. The La- 
bor party denounced the Liberals as stumb- 
ling blocks in the way ofits progress. The 
Socialists classed them with the Conserva- 
tives as foes of the workingman.. The Non- 
Conformists would not support a horse rac- 
ing Premier. The brewers and saloonkeep- 
ers were solidly arrayed against Harcourt's 
prohibition policy. Each dramshop made 
several votes for the Tories. The Irish in 
Great Britain were discontented with the 
Liberal performances and many of them 
voted the Tory ticket out of spite. 

Thus the Liberals will go into the next 
Parliament as a minority, and besides this 
they will have the decided disadvantage of 
the absence of some of their strongest lead- 
ers. They are precisely in the fix of the 
Democrats in the next Congress. All their 
issues, home rule among them, will be set 
aside for a long time to come. 
time the Unionists must outline their policy 
and make decided propositions as to all mat- 
ters of common interest. It will not be 
enough to chuck the Liberal platform over- 
board. They must erect one in its place. 
Possibly Chamberlain, now that the home 
rule question is defeated, may get the Tories 
to adopt some of his reforms under threats 
or persuasion, though if the Conservati¥e 
majorities keep on increasing as they have 
done Salisbury may have a majority all 
his own and thus be independent of every 
one. It will be of interest, therefore, to 
watch the trend of political events in Great 
Britain. 
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OVERDOING THE DOWIE BUSINESS. 

Only a few people have any faith im the 
claims of the man Dowie that he can make 
the blind see and the lame walk. The ma- 
jority put no faith in the stories of the 
miraculous cures alleged to be wrought by 
or through him. Some regard him as a 
humbug who is making a living out of the 
credulity of sick people, a credulity whfth, 
as the patent medicine men know, has no 
limits. Some may look on him asa fanatic 
who believes all he says about his power of 
divine healing is true, but who nevertheless 
works mischief, and ought to be suppressed 
if it can be done legally. 

But in dealing with conscious or uncon- 
scious frauds of the Dowie stamp, it is wise 
to avoid anything which savors of needless 
severity, which, by creating an impression 
that prosecution is persecution, may excite 
sympathy for the fellows to whose religious 
quackery it is desired to put an end, and may 
simply add to the devotion of the disciples. 

The authorities have been after Dowie on 
the charge of running a hospital without a 
license. For he has what he calls taber- 
nacles, but which are hospitals. He does 
not work all his alleged cures offhand with a 
single prayer, as the healers of an earlier 
day did, but he has to pray for weeks or for 
months sometimes, so the sick people who 
believe in him take up their abode beneath 
his roof and pay him for bed and board. 
Several of the persons owning property near 
his tabernacies tried to have them shut up 
on the ground that he was maintaining a 
nuisance, but the Judge to whom they ap- 
plied for an injunction did not see his way 
clear to give them the relief they asked for. 

Day before yesterday morning, just as 
Dowie was beginning what he calls divine 
services, and which most of the seven or 
eight hundred persons present probably look 
on as such, a policeman served on him some 
warrants charging him with maintaining a 
hospital without a license. He managed to 
get in an imprecatory prayer calling on the 


+ Lerd to take care of his persecutors, and 


then he was carried before a Justice and 
gave bail.

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HARVEY’S BASFELESS CLAIMS. 

Harvey asserts and claims he will prov 
that— 

The decline in prices, covering a period of 
twenty-two years, has, as a rule, made all classes 
of productive, mercantile, and manufacturing 
business unprofitable 

This is not true. Harvey has not shown 
it, and he cannot show it. The facts are 
squarely against him. There was a depres- 
sion following the panic of 1873, which was 
caused by inflation and specuiation in a de- 
preciated currency, and two years of busl- 
ness constriction following March 4, 1893, 
which was caused by danger of a slump to 
silver monometallism and fears of Demo- 
cratic legislation for free trade. But be- 
tween those two shorter periods there wasa 
much longer term of fifteen years of great 
prosperity for all kinds of productive, mer- 
cantile, and manufacturing business. Tens 
of thousands of fortunes were made during 
that period by manctfacturers, merchants, 
and railroad men, and a great number of 
toilers built up relatively large deposits to 
their credit in the savings banks and pur- 
chased homes for themselves and families. 
There was a wondrous demand for labor, as 
shown by the readiness with which many 
millions of immigrants found employment 
at good wages after landing in this country 
in addition to all those previously residing 
here who sought work. This is the 
record, and there is no rubbing it out. It is 
astonishing that Harvey ventures to dispute 
the obvious fact. During that period of 
great prosperity from 1878 to the first part 
of 1893 all the businercs done in the United 
States was on the gold basis of values and 
the. gold standard of money. Harvey as- 
serted that the gold unit as the measure of 
vaiues has— 


Worked a hardship and injury to debtors, who, 
unconscious of the causes that continually re- 
duced the prices of their preperty, have contracted 
debts during those twenty-two years. 


It.is preposterous to suppose that it could 
work a hardship to debtors since 1878 to bor- 
row gold value money and repay the indebt- 
edness in the same kind of money; and not 1 
per cent of existing commercial debts cr 
mortgages on real estate now outstanding 
Was contracted previous to the “crime of 
i873’ or resumption on the gold basis at 
the beginning of 1879. The indisputable 
prosperity of the country, including the 
debtor class, during the fifteen years ending 
in 1893 and the fact that more than 000 mill- 
ions df silver money was added to the vot 
ume of the currency in that time and kept at 
par with gold convict ‘‘ Coin ’’ Harvey of ut- 
tering nonsense. The yelp by him and other 
free silver extremists that it would be an 
advantage to the debtor to pay in a depreci- 
ating currency, in cheaper money than he 
received, runs itself into the ground, for the 
principle ends nowhere except in the ex- 
tinction of all value in the money medium. 
It begins with silver worth a little more than 
par in 1873, drops to silver dollars worth 38) 
cents in 1878, goes on down year by year to 
7614 in 1891, to an average price of 62 cents 
for 1898, to less than 50 cents in 1894 and 1805, 
and so on down to gero. And if silver did not 
keep on declining to a value of nothing at all 
the “interests of the debtor class,’’ as now 
preached by the free silverites, would de- 
mand the use of some cheaper metal than 
silver for money. There can be no accept- 
able halting place short of the zero point if 
‘“theinterestsof debtors’’ require a constant- 
ly debasing currency to enable them to pay 
their debts with money worth less than 
what they had borrowed. . 

What Harvey really means is this, and 
Horr ought to force him openly to avow 
it, that but for the act of 1873, which sus- 
pended the coinage of 371% grain dollars, 
this country would have resumed at the 
beginning of 1479 in depreciated silver and 
would have continued on a silver mono- 
metallic basis ever since. Our currency unit 
then would have been worth about 87 cents 
in 1879 and gradually depreciated year by 
year, as silver bullion declined in commer- 
cial value, until by this time the best money 
in circulation in the United States would be 
worth but about 52 cents in gold for each 
* dollar.”’ and there would be not a single 
piece of gold in use as money among us. 

Stripping off the disguises employed. by 
him, that is the sum and substance of the 
“contention made by Harvey in his fake 
pamphlet. His pert little puppet, ‘‘Coin,"’ 
argues for silver monometallism, and that 
only, and advocates the cutting of the gold 
coins in two, calling less than 12 grains of 
gold a legal tender dollar. This plainly 
shows that he wants a 50 per cent silver 
dollar ‘‘for the benefit of the debtor classes,”’ 
which, if granted, would prove almost their 
ruin, inasmuch as it would render them un- 
able to obtain credit. The one great fact 
which disgruntles Harvey is that ‘‘the crime 
of 1873’’ prevented our currency from being 
debased to silver monometallism, where it 
would be today if that act ora similar one 
had not been passed. He is arguing for 
that debasement to be carried out now, that 
our currency may be Mexicanized for the 
benefit of a small coterie of fellows who 
are especially interested in silver mining, 


. with no care for the ruin into which it would 


plunge all the rest of the American people. 
Such fellows as he are public enemies, and 
ought to be so characterized and regarded 
by every honest man. 
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THE SUNDAY SALOON IN NEW YORK. 

Gov. Morten has been asked by a rep- 
resentative of the Wine, Beer, and Liquor 
Dealers’ Association of New York City to 
call a special session of the Legislature to 
pass a law allowing the saloons in that city 
to keep open Sunday. The motive of that 
association is purely a selfish one. The 
brewers and the saloonkeepers are heavy 
losers by the present rigid enforcement of 
the excise law, and they want a special and 
expensive session of the Legislature of a 
great State to enable them tv sell as much 
beer and whisky as usual. 

It is not likely the Governor is grieving 
over the shrunken profits of those who are 
petitioning him now. Certainly the com- 
munity has no profound sympathy for brew- 
ers and saloonkeepers, It is well known 
they have been making ‘excessive profits 
and have managed to flourish when all other 
industries were depressed. Most people 
would be rather pleased to see their great 
gains reduced, especially if the money they 
lost remained in the pockets of the people. 

Looking at the matter from a purely util- 
itarian standpoint, it is clear if the residents 
of New York City were deprived of an op- 
portunity to spend two or three hundred 
thousand dollars every Sunday for drink 
and had that much more money on hand 
every Monday morning to expend for food, 
clothing, and other useful articles, they | 
would be a great deal better off than they are

therefore somewhat more inclined to drink, 
have more money in their pockets Monday 
morning than usual, and are often in better 
shape to go to work. | 

But other issues are involved. Very many 
of the men who are prevented from spend- 
ing money for beer and whisky Sunday do 
not like to have economy forced on them. 
They are not thankful because they are 
given a chance to spend more for bread and 
less for beer. They say they do not want 
either the Legislature or the Police Com- 
missioners to try to regulate the expenditure 
of their wages for them. While they are in 
that mood some Tammany leader tells them 
to follow him and he will redress their 
wrongs, and they march off after him and 
vote for bad government. ; 

Therefore it was criminal folly on the part 
of the Police Board to try to close the sa- 
loons. Not because it lessens the profits of 
the saloons, for nobody objects to that. Not 
because it keeps money otherwise expended 
for drink in the pockets of the workingmen 
to bS spent more profitably, for nobody will 
grumble at that. But because those men 
object to this interference with their appe- 
tites and habits, no matter how much for 
their own goed it may be, and will vote for 
men who will give the city a bad govern- 
ment, a6 was the case here in 1873, because 
those men offer themselves as their cham- 
pions and liberators.

NEW YORK SCORES A POINT. 

There will be weeping on the boulevards 
and wailing on the avenues when it be- 
comes known that Gen. Torrence’s coaches, 
drawn by flery-footed steeds, personally 
conducted by their master, will dash along 
them no more, The chambermaids of other 
cities will gaze out of other windows at 
those inspiriting ‘‘ hand-painted ” chariots, 
and be esthetically cultured by the sight of 
them. The small boys of other cities will 
be thrilled by the melody of the horns 
which heralded the coming of those coaches 
and warned all meaner vehicles to get out 
of the way. 

To have known the two resplendent ve- 
hicles now lost to Chicago was to enjoy a 
liberal education. The harnesses, trimmed 
in silver and gold, were as full of informa- 
tion about bimetallism as is the Horr-Har- 
vey debate. Heraldry could be studied on 
the buttons of his livery, and the motto 
“Honi soit qui mal y pense,’’ which ap- 
peared on the harnesses wherever there 
was room for it, served as an introduction 
to the study of English history. 

When visitors to Chicago showed no signs 
of interest in the Stock-Yards, or sniffed at 
the skyscrapers, or said that the parks did 
not amount to much, they were taken where 
they could gage upon the splendors and 
glories of what Gen. Torrence calis “ the 
finest coach ever seen in America '’’—the 
one he drove at the World's Fair, and which 
divided with the Court of Honor the admira- 
tion of the multitude. When these critical 
strangers saw it they were greatly abashed, 
and said no more. 

But it is going, and so is its charioteer. 
As Mr. Lineoln said of the captured horse 
and Brigadier-General, it is easier to replace 
the latter than itis the former. And itisa 
melancholy thought that it is Chicago's own 
fault that the brightest ornaments of the 
Lake Shore drive and of Michigan avénue 
are to be seen here no more. Gen. Torrence 
is a coaching devotee. He has labcred with 
the zeal of a missionary among the heathen 
to make coaching a success here. It is his 
deliberate opinion that that sport is not only 
healthy and invigorating— 

But the most artistic that we now have in Amer- 
ica. The spectacie of a perfectly equipped coach 
and four elegant horses is in itself inspiring, and 
when the tep of the coach is covered with heautt- 
ful women, clad in their gay costumes, it is per- 
fectly grand. 

But Chicagoans, instead of following the 
example of the Brigadier-General, have gone 
in for tennis, golf, and other low-down 
sports. They have chosen the bicycle in- 
stead of the coach, and instead of wearing 
“coats of arms made for them in London "’ 
wear the initials of some bicycle club. 

Therefore Gen. Torrence has decided: to 
shake off the Chicago dust from his feet, or 
rather from those of his horses, and go to 
New York. There he thinks he will find 
kindred souls. He is going to have a new 
coach built, and with the three he will then 
have he will take possession of the city. As 
he enters in procession the band will strike 
up that lively air, ‘‘ General Torrence Came 
to Town.”’ 

No one can reproach Gen. Torrence for 
leaving Chicago. It is not quite worthy of 
him. But the loss of his coaches could be 
endured with more equanimity if instead of 
taking them to New York he were to take 
them to England and outshine the Prince 
of Wales and the other haughty aristocrats 
of that country. If he goes to New York 
the people of that city will begin crowing 
over Chicago and, boasting of the superior 
attractions of that city. But if he goes to 

tngland he will go there as the coaching 
champion of America, and a good share of 
the glory of the triumphs he may achieve 
will be credited to this city.

THE FRUITS OF CARELESS LEGISLATION. 

The General Assembiy passed at its last 
session what is known as the.indeterminate 
sentence or parole law, and it went into-ef- 
fect at the beginning of this month. » There- 
upon Judge Goggin felt called on to say that 
it was unconstitutional. The other Judges 
sitting in the Criminal Court in this county 
came to the conclusion that the law had no 
application to the cases of persons indicted 
prior to its passage, and that in the event of 
the conviction of any of them their sentences 
would have to be determinate ones. 

Judge Glenn, at Monmouth, began on the 
Ist of July the trial of a woman who was 
convicted of manslaughter. While the case 
was in progress the Cook County Judges 
anhounced their opinion. Judge Glenn and 
the *State’s-Attorney of Knox County ac- 
cepted it without much thought, and the, 
jury was directed to fix the numberof years 
for which the woman should be imprisoned. 

But on reflection Judge Glenn has changed 
his mind, and has decided consequently to 
give her a new trial. He is of the opinion 
that the law is not an ex post facto one, 
even if made to apply to offenses committed 
prior to the time it went into force, because 
it does not change the time limits of the 
penalty, but only the manner in which it is 
determined. He contends that if the Legis- 
lature did not intend to have the law apply 
to pending cases it would have said so. 

Probably the Legislature did not give the 
matter the least thought. It adopted this 
law a8 most Legislatures do most laws, 


without stopping to consider what disputed 


questions might arise when the time came to 
put the law into force. Doubtless it never 
occurred to any of those who voted for this 
bill that the first inquiry of the Judges would 
be whether it applied to pending cases. Not 
even Altgeld, who has been a Judge him- 
self, seems to have thought of that. Noth- 
ing would have been easier than for the 
framer of the bill to make it explicit, but he 
failed to do so. 

Judge Glenn is quite as likely to be right as 
the Chicago Judges in this particular case. 
THe TRIBUNE is inclined to think he has 
rather the best of the argument. But the 
only tribunal which can decide between them 
is the Supreme Court, and it may be some 
time before a case is brought before it in- 
volving this question. 
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tried the other way will probably insist on 
and get a second trial, which means addi- 
tional expense. 

If the General Assembly enacts any laws 
at the special session it ought to take a little 
more pains than usual with them, and not 
make it necessary for the courts to spend 


months or years in guessing what they 
mean. 


MISSISSIPPI CIVILIZATION. 

Tuesday last six or more members of the 
Terrell family, all farmers, with some of 
their sympathizers, went to court at 
Learned, Hinds County. About as many 
members of the McRee family, also farmers, 
with whom the Terrells are in feud, were at 
the court also. The Terrells were heavily 
armedand went with the Intention of cleaning 
out the McRees, The latter, not anticipat- 
ing attack, had only a pistol or two among 
them. After the adjournment of court the 
Terrells left and lay in ambush near a negro 
church on the road the McRees must take 
on their way home, as they lived on farms 
adjoining. As the McRees approached, the 
young men of the Terrells, urged on by their 
father and uncle, fired into the McRees, 
leaving five of them dead, the rest securing 
their safety by flight. The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, describing the brutal, 
cowardly butchery, says: 

The ruthless savagery of the Terrelis had a 
good illustration in the way in which they treat- 
ed young Nevil McRee, a boy 16 years of age. 
The lad for some reason was an especial target 
for the Terrell bullets; and, after he had fallen 
dead, shot in a number of places, several of the 
Gastardly Terrell crowd went up and poured a 
shower of balls into his corpse, and one of them, 
Eugene Terrell, whose name can never hence- 
forth be named in his State but with execration, 
Stamped on the brave lad’s comely face with the 
hob-nailed heels of his boots, disfiguring him al- 
most beyond recognition. 


It.-has been urged upon previous occasions 
of this kind that these battles have been 
fought upon even terms, that they have 
grown out of considerations of self-defense 
or of chivalry, and that all parties have dis- 
played courage and manliness in defending 
their rights. The contention, however, will 
not hold good in this case. The attack of 
the armed Terrells upon the unarmed Mc- 
Rees was fiendish, cold-blooded butchery, 
such as savages practice, and was the work 
of cowardly brutes, every man of whom 
should be hanged upon the shortest possible 
notice. The despair of the situation, how- 
ever, is that they never will be brought to 
justice. Even if they were, there is not 
virility enough in Mississippi courts to pun- 
ish one of them. There is not a witness who 
would dare to appear against them, a jury 
which would dare to convict them, or a 
Judge who would dare to sentence them. 
So they will go scot free and keep the peace 
until they meet some more McRees. So far 
as the administration of justice is con- 
cerned the ceurt of Learned, Hinds County, 
Miss.. might as well close its doors. But 
what shail be said of a people who counten- 
ance butchery of this sickening kind?

It appears from some statements made at 
a meeting of the Chicago barbers Sunday 
that it does not always cost much to get an 
ordinance through the Council. The 
Legislature passed a law to close barber 
shops Sunday. The Aldermen were asked 
to pass a superfluous ordinance to the same 
effect and did so. From the report sub- 
mitted at Sunday’s meeting it seems that it 
cost $2.50 to get it through. That amount of 
money was invested in cigars which were 
presented to the Aldermen, “‘thereby mak- 
ing the adoption of the ordinance possible.” 
The law says that “whoever gives any 
money, or other bribe, present, or reward to 
any officer with intent to influence his act, 
vote, opinion, decision, or judgment on any 
matter shall bé deemed guilty of bribery,”’ 
as well as the person who accepts the -bri‘e. 
Had the barbers been familiar with this 
law they might not have refrained from 
bribing the Aldermen with cigars, but they 
would not have taken the public into their 
confidence. While the barbers have doubt- 
less told the tru‘h in this case, people must 
not jump at the conclusion that $2.50 is the 
average price of an ordinance. The usual 
tariff is much higher. The price rises some- 
times to tens of thousands of dollars. .

Many of the Conceits Are Without Beauty 
or Excuse, but There Is a Wild Rush to 
Get Them=<Blouses, Boned and Fitted, 
Are Things of Joy and Comfort-—Gold 
Waistbands and Artificial Flowers Much 
in FavoreTrimmings for Hats and Bon- 
nets of Infinite Variety. 


Fashions of the day! How they come and 
go, and how wildly are they followed, 
whether they suit or not. Never perhaps 
was there a greater run on any item than 
there is on the blouse. It is to be hadinany 
material—notably shot silk and flowered 
muslin, and at any price. It is worn with 
every kind and color of skirt, and has com- 
pletely, for the time, sent the bodice proper 
to the wall. During the long stretch of de- 
lightful summer weather, at every sort of 
entertainment, Hurlingham and Ascot in- 
clusive, the blouse could be counted by hun- 
dreds and the gown bodice by tens. The 
blouse, as we see it at its best—boned and 
fitted, gnd trimmed with its pretty lace, 
chiffon, and ribbon—is a thing of beauty, 
and will be, in its later summer and autumn 
career, a thing of ease and comfort. The 
blouse and the skirt do not claim close kin- 
dred; they are distinct, the former suiting 
every style of dress, the latter more especial- 
ly the tailor-Huilt suits. The pretty chiné 
silks, which are not only used for dress pur- 
poses, but for writing table sets, cushions, 
and lamp shades, are sometimes veiled with 
black chiffon or delicate creamy lace, leav- 
ing the large sleeves uncovered or forming 
the sleeves, while pale pink, white, or any 
plain colored silk or crépon compose the 
rest. Large sailor collars of muslin or lace 
and muslin are worn over many of the plain 
silk blouses: while a length of real lace, 
often brought from some old hoard, is gath- 
ered up in front, then tossed over each shoul- 
der and fixed there by a bow, a couple of 
large fancy buttons, or two long jeweled 
guarded pins.* The ends do not hang lower 
than half wey down the back, unless ona 
tea gown or an evening gown, when fancy 
dictates the length. Crépons and the buff 
grass cloths vie in popularity with the al- 
vaca for smart gowns, The uncrushable 
crépons are delightful wear, and in lovely 
colors, a shade of pale pink heliotrope being 
particularly popular, as well as a deep Corn- 
flower blue. Black, cream, and gray alpaca 
are quite a la mode for well worn costumes, 
even at large entertainments, the fall of the 
skirt and the general style telling to prac- 
tised eyes the head and hands that turned it 
out. The full skirts are not much worn, as 
they are difficult to carry gracefully, but all 
of them measure four and a half yards 
round and most of them six yards.

Some are voluminous, The 
black chiffon ones are often finished off 
with long, plaited cream ends, reaching to 
the waist and spreading out fanwise. The 
bows at the back of the waist are gradually 
growing. which "6 a pity, as they are not 
becoming, and often completely hide the 
curves of a good figure. Some of the new 
waistbands have two strips of ribbon with 
a bow or a rosette at the end of each, 
attached to the left side, one of 
which fastens at the waist, and the other, 
carried up slantingwise; higher up. These 
may be cf tlowers on evening gowns. Some 
of the ball gowns have flowers for sole 
trimming. 

Artificial flowers, feathers, and lace are 
all in the zenith of their popularity, and it 
would appear as if they could not be too 
much made of. The celebrated Duchess 
of Devonshire hat was not much larger or 
rore decorated than are many of the fash- 
ionable hats now. Black feathers come 
foremost on all. Colored ones are not in it 
this season, though white ones are coming 
in, nestling among white or pale tinted lisse 
on snowy chip hats. Black feathers rise 
up from a heliotrope straw hat of large di- 
mensions, with a cluster of deep yellow 
roses tossed on to the brim. They range 
themselves in two parties on a large black 
hat, looking askance at a wide white or 
black and white bow, placed in front, They 
lift up crimped black chiffon on tan straw 
brim, allowing perhaps a motley crew of 
flowers to stray over the crown or other 
side: but they never allow themselves to be 
overlooked—they do that part of the business 
themselves. Then the flowers of many kinds 
and many colors, how they cover the hats 
and how lovely they look in spite of their 
negative taste. The large hats turned up 
with them, the sailor hats surrounded by 
them, with the addition of upright wings in 
front cr at the side, and the bonnets entirely 
composed of them. And now fruit is feel- 
ing its way and coming in its season—cher- 
ries and currants among ribbon and lissé. 
Some bonnets have merely a crown with a 
broad ruche of plaited ribbon or black lace 
edging it, caught together at the back with 
a cluster of fruit and probably a few blades 
of grass or blades of grain rising up from 
among it. A large jetted butterfly in front 
and a smaller one at the back, connected 
by a few deep red roses and leaves, form a 
lovely bonnet. It is not difficult to arrange 
a hat or a bonnet for one’s self now, if gift- 
ed with a small amount of taste, for fancy 
runs riot; everybody wears what théy please 
and nobody is at all surprised. 

Real flowers of different kinds and colors 
are arranged together on dinner tables with 
excellent effect. At a recent grand dinner 
pink sweet peas and mauve orchids nestling 
in moss formed a lovely combination. Red 
and tea roses are put together, also Iceland 
popples in every shade of: yellow, and mar- 
guerites, copper beech, and deep damask 
roses. The flowers in the window boxes 
frequently present four colors and kinds. 
Most of the buttonholes are white.—The

Thompson of Elgin, while the husband stood 
meekly by has given Du Page County some- 
thing to talk about, and has produced as 
pre-ty a legal standoff as one might wish to 
see. Boynton, the husband, who enjoyed 
his wife’s society for twenty-four hours, is 
a bit afraid to make a legal fight to get her 
back for fear of prosecution on the charge 
of perjury and coercing into marriage. The 
mother who has the bride, her daughter 
Gladys, now well in hand, is beginning to 
think doubtless that the. abduction of a 
legally married woman may have conse- 
quences. So each party has a handicap if 
resort is made to the law, but in the mean- 
time the mother has her child. 

Ray Boynton courted Gladys Thompson. 
Her mother said ‘“‘No.”” An elopement fol- 
lowed. The marriage took place in Wiscon- 
sin. The bridal tour was to Turner, Ill. 
There twenty-four hours were passed wher 
the mother, with the Marshal of Turner, 
and Constable Gorham drove up to the 
house, called the bride out, thrust her into 
a carriage, and drove off for Wayne, where 
a train was taken for Elgin. The husband 
looked on supinely. 

Ray Boynton went to Wayne two years 
ago to open a hardware store. He left 
Turner after one of the belles of the town 
had refused to marry him. Boynton then 
had a spell during which it is said he wanted 
to shoot himself and others. Then Boynton 
went to Wayne and in the presence of 
Gladys Thompson forgot his heart ache. She 
consented to marry him, Boynton says she 
proposed that they run away. Her mother 
says Boynton threatened to shoot Gladys if 
she would not marry him. This is another 
point of disagreement between mother-in- 
law and son-in-law.

Wabash avenue property-owners who are 
opposing the proposed elevtric line of the 
General Electric railway company in Wabash 
avenue met at De La.

MAYOR MATTHEWS ACTS STRANGELY 


Strives to Have Arrested Thieves Set at 
Liberty.

HAD MANY SECRET ROOMS. 


Queer Construction of the Building in 
Which Holmes Lived. 

Sensationalism and niystery attended the 
investigation which was resumed yesterday 
morning in the Holmes building at’ Sixty- 
third and Wallace streets, but the results were 
uveatisfactory so far as furnishing any evi- 
dence of actual crime. As the search ad- 
vagced, however, more marvelous became 
the structural intricacies of the building, and 
this oceupied the attention of the crowd of 
morbid people who swarmed through and 
about the bvuildmg. At a late hour, 
just before work ceased for the night, 
workmen digging in the cellar  un- 
earthed about two feet below the surface 
near the foundation walis some bones and the 
sole of a woman’s shoe, long and narrow, ind 
which had evidently fitted a No. 4 foot” 
There were two large joints which resembled 
soup bones sawn to the customary length, and 
a number of smalier joints suggesting the up- 
per part of a chicken’s frame. This was the 
only genuine find of the day. They were 
wrapped up carefully and turned over to In- 
spector Fitzpatrick for examination. 

Owing to the presence of heavy gases and 
the uncertainty regarding a starting point, 
the workmen furnished by the city construc- 
tion department todelve-in the muddy and 
damp recesses of the dark cellar, under the 
direction of Detectives Fitzpatrick and Nor- 
ton, did not begin operations until late. Prog- 
ress was made siow by the uncertain pro- 
gram. which kept the men moving from one 
cellar to another and giving no cuntinuity in 
the search. .A big hole would be dug, the 
men would gradually sink to-a level 
with their shoulders. and then suddenly 
that entire part of the cellar would be aban- 
doned and a distant point worked upon. At 
almostevery turn the dim flickering rays of 
lamp, lantern, or candle would reveal some 
strange architectural arrangement of walls or 
subterranean passageways, and in several in- 
stances rooms were found that could not have 
been located by following the genera! outlines 
of the building. It was in one of these hidden 
rooms that the pick. and shovel brought up

This 
s000 gre’ monotonous, and the workmen 
were called. By the use of a ioug rod the 
foreman located something severul feet be- 
neath thd burface, but it proved to be only a 
hidden plank which probably has some con- 
nectiva with the peculiar construction of the 
building. 

The interjor arrangement of the Holmes 
building is wonderful and bewildering. Rooms 
within rooms, blind stairways, and trap 
doors abound with a profusion that would de- 
light a writer of thrillmg and impossible 
yarna, while hidden passageways and panels 
were found on cach floor. Leading 
from an ingeniously concealed bathroom on 
the second floor is a narrow staircase termi- 
natmg beneath the floor of the room formerly 
occupied by Holmes as his private ollice, and 
reached by trap doors. The bath-room had 
no window nor means of lighting and the 
trap door opening to the staircase covid not 
be found without a strong light. ~* 

ring a search of the rooms on the second 
floor Sunday afternoon Detective Nerton 
found several pieces of smali rope in an old 
tool chest. He p!aced tnese among the other 
articles found during the search, and this 
ve grounds for the sensational stury that a 
Jong noose covered with biood had been 
found. Three hidden rooms on the first floor 
were opened, out of one of which a narrow 
passageway led to the foot of ,the dummy ele- 
vator which ran from Hoime,’ office to the 
celiar. Piles of rubbish were in these rooms, 
and these will be searched by the workmen.

SEARCH FOR HOWARD PITZEL, 


Detéctive Geyer Makes Another Visit to 
the House in Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., July 22.—[Special. ]—De- 
tective Geyer is still in the city and may re- 
main here all the week. He was seen this 
evening and said that while there was nothing 
new in the Holmes case today some new de- 
velopments may come up in a few days. 
Search for the missing Howard Pitzel, who 
is supposed to have been murdered in 
Detroit by H. H. Hoimes, is 
the principal object of Detective Geyer’s 
visit. Geyer called at police heed —

Baker and Detective Tuttle, who essisted him 
on the occasion of his previeus visit to De- 
troit. A talk with Chief Stark weather followed, 
but the plans of the officers were carefully 
guarded. Geyer said he would return over the 
ground covered during the recent visit, and 
effort would be made to find the expressman 
who was eugagod by Holmes to move the 
trunks to and from the boarding- 
house -or Park street, where he. and 
his wife stopped durmg the days of their 
visit in Detroit. As yet tnere seems to be no 
positive information that the littie boy came 
to Detroit.

MRS. HOLMES’ MOTHER TALKS, 


Says Her Daughter Has Not Disclosed Her 
Plan of Action, 


Franklin, Ind., July 22.—[{Special. |—Mrs. 
Mary Yoke, mother of Georgiana Holmes 
Howard, the reputed wife, No. 3 of the ceie- 
brated Harry Howard Holmes, was seen at 
her home this afternoon and asked as to the 
truth of the story that Mrs. Howard had gone 
Ewst in response to a telegrain frorn District- 
Attorney Graham in order to testify against 
her husband. Mra. Yoke said emphatically: 

** My daughter said nothing to any one in 
Indianapolis either in condemnation or ap- 
proval of her husband’s acts, and she has 
never talked about the unfortunate affuir 
while visiting here, not even to her uncle and 
aunt,”’ 

When asked how long Mrs. Howard ex- 
pected to remain in Phiiadeiphia Mrs. Yoke 
said: “I donot know. Ido not even know 
that she is in Philadelphia. I have tried to 
believe this is not a murder case. I have 
even said I would not believe it until I saw 
the jury’s verdict, but it has all come out 80 
clear I can’t think but it is true.’’ 

Mrs. Yoke spoke highly ot Howard’s con- 
duct during his visits to this city, and added: 
“I think he must be insane in this one re- 
spect, for he had such natural ability he 
would have succeeded wonderfully in his pro- 
fession. 


Canadians Want to Try Holmes, 
Toronto, Ont., July,22.—If the Coroner's jury 
finds Holmes guilty of the murder of the two 
Pitzel children, which is almost a foregone con- 
clusion. papers will at once be issued demanding 
his immediate extradition. 


EDITORS ADDRES3 THE PAN-AMERICANS, 


Yesterday Set Apart for Papers on Topics 
of a Journalistic Nature, 

Toronto, -Ont., July 22.—[Special. }—To- 
day was editors’ day at the Pan-American 
Congress and, as was appro,riate, the Rev. 
Prof. Clark, at one time editor of the Toronto 

Globe, presided over the meeting at the 
Pavilion. The Rev. Arthur Edwards, editor 
of the Northwestern Advocate of Chicago, 
spoke on the * Reform of Printers’ Ink.’’ He 
pointed out the harm done by bad publica- 
tions, especially to the young. He denounced 
in scathing terms those who pandered in their 
publications to the evil instincts of the world, 
and then proceeded to pronounce a panegyric 
upon those who wrote healthy, exciting books 
for the young. He dwelt upon the responsi- 
bility of the press, denounced those editors 
who did not or would not recognize this fact, 
and’said that *‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
and thy neighbor with all thy heart and 
” shouid be the guidance of every 
‘editor. 

After Mrs. Peterson had rendered * Ye 
Banks and Braes o’ Bonnie Doon,”’ the Rev. 
A. C. Courtice of the Christian Guardian, 
Toronto, dwelt with objective and subjective 
methods of reform. He first efumerated the 
methods of reformers. These inc.uded im- 
migration, land reform, utilization of waste 
lands, single tax. gomplete nationalization of 
land and capital. There were also educational 
reformers who wanted abolition of ignorance 
and temperance reformers who wanted the 
abolition of whisky. The Rev. Mr. Courtics 
proceeded to point out the dangers of the 
theories of those who wanted to nationalize 
land capital. Their plan is-based on the prin- 
cipie that the individual cannot be trusted 
and that tie State should administer all 
things. Referring to the value of education 
as a power of reform he quoted figures to 
shew what has been done in Enyland since 
elementary education was given the people. 

Next arose a venerable looking old gentle- 
man, who spoke on “ The mission and duty 
of the press as an educational fuctor.”’ He 
was Maj. B. Merwin vf St. Louis, editor of 
the American Journal of Education. He paid 
a trioute to Queen Victoria, whose re gn of 
fifty years he contrasted with the Govern- 
ment of the United States during that time, 
and filied Americans with an humtimg sense 
of inferiority. .He took up the educational 
value of the press, and showed its power for 
good, Who was it that made reforms puossi- 
ble? The press, which was the conductor ot 
public opinion from the masses to the legis- 
lators. Withoutit no reforms could be car- 
ried out, and education would be almost 
powerless. Education and the press march 
abreast, twin-born. The press propagates 
and preserves identity of language, simi:arity 
of ideas. It draws together those who have 
similar aspirations and enterprises. By its 
means the men of Halifax talk to the men of 
Vancouver, and the inhabitants of San Fran- 
cisco commune with those of Boston. 

The religious extension section, which met 
in St. Jaines’ Square Church, had an inter- 
esting session this afternoon. The Rev. Dean 
Harri of St. Catharines presided. The Rev? 
Dr. Norcross, President at the Pittsburg fe- 
male college, read a paper on ‘ University 
Extension.’’ Hesketched the work™that has 
been done in this fied for popu.arizing the 
higher branches of education and what may 
yet be done by the univers ties in this direc. 
tion. In his paper upon “ Religious Teach- 
ing in the Public Schoo'ls’’ Dr. Sharpiess, 
President of Haverford ( Pa.) College, gave in 
brief form asurvey of this phase of the 
educational problem both in Europe and on 
the American Continent. ‘‘Cieanm Newspa- 
pers’’ was the subject of a paper by the ed- 
itor of the Berlin Duily News. Mr. Moyer 
defined a clean newspapePas one which would 
not publish long reports of hangings and 
murders, and which a ‘* good man wigh: take 
home and read to his wife and daughters,”’ 
He conciuded by admitting if sucn paper 
were started it would probably die for want 
of support. 

At another sectional meeting held in the 
Metropolitan Church tne principal paper was 
contributed by Dr. Paui Carus of Chicago on 
“The New Orthodoxy.”’ It was an attempt 
to reconcile ‘the difficulty between religion 
and science. Capt. Cornelias Gardiner of 
Detroit read a paper on ** ReNef by Work,” 
He is closely connected with tne widely- 
kgowa potato-patch scheme for relieving the 
needs of the poor, and he gave a detailed pian 
ol its oy eration in his own city.

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DEATH IN THE CAMP. 


PRIVATE DANIEL MADDEN 18 AOCI- 
DENTALLY DROWNED. 


He Is Seized with Cramps in Deep Water in 
the Swimming Pool=His Comrades Una- 
ble to Give Any Aassistance—Military 
Honors Rendered=Charies Chappell of 
Delavan Shoots and Kills His Mother 
for a Burglar=Gencral Northwest News. 


Springfield, Ill., July 22.—[Special. } —The 
pleasure of a bright day in Camp Lincoln was 
marred by a distressing accident this after- 
norn which reaulted in the death of Private 
Daniel Madden of Compauy I, Seventh Regi- 
ment, Chicago. In company witha number 
of other members of his company Madden 
was at the swimming pool on the camp 
ground fora bath. . 

After playing for a time in the water he 
went tc a part of the pool where the water 
was fourteen feet deep and was seized with 
cramps. Three or four privates saw the 
struggling man go down and rise again to the 
surfac? with his mouth open. Being poor 
swimmers they were afraid to go to the res- 
cue, lest the drowning man should drag them 
down with him, 

Private John Doyle tried to reach a guo to 
Madden, but was too late to render aseist- 
ance. The firing of a gun brought the guards 
and the hospital corps, but Madden had then 
gone down for the last time. Corporal John 
F. O’Brien, an expert diver, went dowa fo 
the body and brought it up. The body had 
been in the water for more than ten minutes 
and the efforts of the hospital corps.at resus- 
citation were unavailing. At the Coroner’s 
inauest a verdict of accidental death by 
drowning was rendered. 

Madden was 22 years old and single. He 
roomed at No. 126 South Desplaines street, 
Chicago, and was employed in a stone yard. 
His only relative, so far as known by bis 
friends in camp, is a sister living in Chicago. 
She was notified of her brother’s death. 

This is the first fatality at Camp Lincoln 
fora number of years, The usual military 
honors on the death of a private were extend- 
ed. The body was sent to Chicago, accompa- 
nied by a detail of ten men. 

In giving an idea of the kind of drill he 
proposed to put his men through during tne 
week, Col, Coiby said: 

‘‘T am convinced the men should be driiled 
in those matters here to which attention can- 
not weil be°given in Chicago. Most of the 
members of the regiment have had consider- 
able practice on the rifle range’in Chicago 
and have reached a creditable proficiency in 
that respect. For that reason nota great deal 
of time will be spent in target practice here, 
and yet that feature of the work will not be 
disregarded, 

** There will be rigid company and battal- 
ion drills. In these drills 1. expect to have 
one battalion on the level parade ground, a.- 
other on the broken ground between regi- 
mentai and general headquarters, and still an- 
other on the diversified ground on and about 
the rifle range. The battalions will be 
alternute] in these three places in order to 
give every man the benefit of drillon broken 
as well as level fields.”’ 

Guard mount in dress uniform was con- 
ducted this morning by Capt. Hartigan, act- 
ing Adjutant. The work was very creditably 
done. At11:30 the school for officers was 
held, when Col. Colby gave them some vaiua- 
ble suggestions and Lieut. David J. Baker of 
the reguiar army made a short talk.

SHOOTS HIS MOTHER BY MISTAKE, 


Charles Chappell of Delavan, Wis., Thought 
She Was a Burglar.

He seized a re- 
volver and telling his mother to remain up- 
stairs went below to find the burgiar. Mrs. 
Chap» | waited a little and hearing no sound 
dow:- «airs went in search of herson. Just 
as the entered one of the lower rooms her 
son camein through another door and seeing 
the figure in the darkness fired. The mother 
threw up her arms and the son, thinking the 
burgiar was about to attack him, fired ugain 
and shot her through the heart. He has been 
frenzied sinc» the tragedy and it is thought 
he will have to be restrained to prevent his 
doing himself injury, The Coroner’s jury ex- 
onerated him.

Apoplexy Carries Off Harry Barnard of 
Chicago at Massillon, O.

‘The face was drawn as though he suf.- 
fered intense pain. Barnard traveled for the 
Zehner company, dealers in soaps and perfum- 
eries, late of Chigago, but now of Dayton, Q. 
They were unable t» furnish any directions 
concerning the body and knew only that he 
had afriend in E, T. Richards of Cottage 
Grove avenue, Chicago.

The cellars and basements in the neighbor- 
hood ef the Gebhard hume in West Indianap- 
olis have been searched and tomorrow a force 
of men will start dragging the river near the 
Gebhard residence.

Heavy Damage by a Flood at Silver City, 
N. M, 

Pueblo, Co!o., July 22.—[Specfal.}]—Re- 
ports from Whitewater, N. M., fifteen miles 
from Silver City, N. M., are that a greater 
portion of the business sectiqn of tne latter 
piace was destroyed by ua flood last night, 
but, eo far as can be learned, at the 
headquarters of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé railroad inthis city, where the infor- 
mation is obtained, no lives werelost. All 
telegraph wires into Siiver City are down and 
all the news is obtained from couriers 
arriving at Whitewater. The Timmer House, 
the largest hotel at Silver City, and a numbor 
vf business blocks have collapsed. The rail- 
road authorities report the storm the worst 
ever known in this section. The Santa Fé 
has lost several bridges on its Silver City 
branch and is badiy washed out. First 
reports were that several lives, even as high 
as twenty-five, had been lost, but later cour- 
iers, white confirming the reports of heavy 
dam ege throughout the section, say there has 
been, vo far as learned, no loss of life. 


STORM CULMINATES IN A CLOUD BURST. 


Does Immense Damage to Property and 
Lives Are in Jeopardy. 
Connellsville, Pa., July 22.—[{Special. ]— 
The heaviest rain-storm in this vicinity for 
years culminated this evening iu a cloud burst 
that resulted in an immense amount of prop- 


erty loss. So faras kaown no lives were lost,. 


but hundreds were placed in jeopardy, and 
all the people in the path of the storm hav 
not been heard from. . 

At Broad Ford, two miles west of here on 
the saltimore and Ohio road, half a dozen 
houses were swept away, but the occupants 
reached places of safety. Two bridges on the 
Mount Pleasant branch of the Baltimore and 
Ohio were washed away, and the track was 
washed out at several points, Traffic is 
blockaded. 

Dunbar, Pa., July 22.—[Special.]—The 
heaviest rain-storm and flood that have visited 
this place for many years occurred here this 
evening. It is estimated that the loss of prop- 
erty here will amount to over $25,000. 


EX-GOV, RICE OF MASSACHUSETTS DEAD. 


Passes Away at Melrose from an Attack 
of Paralysis. 


Melrose, Mass., July 22,—Alexander H. 
Rice, ex-Governor of Massachusetts, died at 
the Langwood Hotel here this afternoon of 
paralysis. The ex-Governor had been at the 
hotel since June 1. A wee ago he had a sec- 
ond shock of paralysis, and steadily grew 
weaker until today, when he passedaway. At 
his deathbed were his wife, his son, Col, John 
Rice, and his daughter, Mrs. Davies. 

{Alexander Hamilton Rice was born in Newton 
Lower Falls, Mass., Aug. 30, 1818, and received 
a business training in his father’s paper mill at 
Newton and in a mercantile house in Boston. I[n 
1844 he went to Union College, was graduated, 
and afterward started in the paper business in 
Boston. His first public office was on the School 
committee. Then he became a member of the 
Common, Council, of which he was 
elected President, and in 1855 and 
1857 he was elected Mayor of the city. 
During his administration the Back Bay improve- 
begun. For severat years he served 
as President of tue Board of Trade. and be was 
atthe head of many financial and educational 
institutions. In 1857 he was elected to Congress 
by the Republicans and served for four consecu- 
tive terms. As Chairman of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs auring the war he introdiced mny 
important measures. In 1866 he wasa delegate 
to the Loyalists’ convention at Philadelphia, and 
in 1868 tothe Republican National convention. 
ln 1876 he became Governor of the’ State, and 
was % sieges to the same position in 1877 and 
1878. 


Prof. Rudolph Gneist. 

Berlin, July 22.—Prof. Radolph Gnaeist, Profes 
sor of Jurisprudence in the University of Berlin- 
and former!y instructor to Prince William of 
Germany, now Emperor William, is dead. 

{Rudolph Gavist was born in Berlin Aug. 13, 
1816, and in 1846 was Assistant Judge in the 
Supreme Tribunal, but resigned in 1850, His 

oiitical career began in 1848 with a seat in the 

unicipai Council, and from 1858 he was a mem- 
ber of the Russian Lower House and of the 
Reichstag, where be was prominent among the 
National Liberals. In 1885 he was again called 
to the bench as a senior Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Prussia and a member of the Priv 
Council. By order of Emperor William IL. Prof. 
Gneist was nominated instructor to the present 
Emperor in matters of political science. e was 
Doctor of Laws and Philosophy and Professor of 
Jurisprudence in the University of Berlin, and 
published many works oa historical, constita- 
tional, and social subjects. }

M’APEE MURDER MYSTERY AT LIN- 
OCOLY, ILL, STILL UNSOLVED, 


Tramp Who Asked for Breakfast Saturday 
Morning Is Under Arrest=Suspicion 
Points Strongly to Him as the Murder- 
er, but the Fact of His Arrest Is Sup- 
pressed for Fear of a Lynching by the 
Infuriated Townspeople = How the 
Tramp Was Captured. 


Lincoln, Ill, July 22.—[{Special.]—Deep 
mystery surounds the murder of Lewis Mc- 
Afee, the wealthy farmer who was shot and 
killed by an unknown assassin while stand- 
ing in the doorway of his residence three 
miles north of this city Sunday morning. 
The whole country is aroused toa pitch of 
great excitement and large searching 
parties are still at work scouring the coun- 
try in all directions for the murderer. 

Late tonight a tramp was arrested four 
miles from the scene of the tragedy and is 
now held by the city authorities, who be- 
lieve he is the guilty man. They have cn- 
deavored to suppress the facts for fear the 
enraged population would take the law into 
their own hands and lynch him. No attempt 
was made tonight to identify him on that 
account, 

The man tells a rambling story of his do- 
ings for the last two days. It is established 
he is the man who begged his breakfast 
at the McAfee residence the day before the 
mirder. All day yesterday and today 
armed men have patrolled the whole section 
of the north and west of the city. Tonight 
a searching party found the man hiding 
under some willows two miles west of the 
city. He gives his name as Charles King 
and says his home is in Kingston, in East- 
ern Tennessee. He admits having been in 
the vicinity of the murder for several days, 
and several minor facts which seem to estab- 
lish his connection with the crime. Added 
to this is the fact that the supposed mur- 
derer was tracked through the fields from 
the spot where the fatal shot was fired to 
the vicinity where he was captured. 


Is in Danger of Being Lynched. 

He confessed tonight to several newspaper 
men that he was the man who was seen near 
the McAfee farm Saturday, and gave a good 
account of his subsequent doings on that 
day. He says he slept Saturday night ina 
barn near by, and pretends that he cannot 
remember exactly whatthe did yesterday. 
The sons of the murdered man are certain 
that the unknown tramp did the shooting. 
They do not know he is under arrest. The 
authorities are waiting for the excitement 
to subside before the facts are made public. 
Even if King is not the guilty party it is 
doubtful if he could be saved from lynch- 
ing if the evidence against him was gen- 
erally known. 

Saturday morning King appeared at ‘the 
McAfee farm and asked for breakfast. It 
was given him. He wanted coffee, but there 
was none prepared. This seemed to make 
him angry. Mr. McAfee remarked when he 
left the house that he had a ‘“‘had look” and 
asked his wife if she noticed it. After eat- 
ing what was given him King went to the 
Brown farm, a quarter of a mile away, and 
asked for coffee, saying he was sick and 
would pay forit. It was given him and the 
nine cents he offered in payment was de- 
clined. This much of the story he admits. 
He was seen in the neighborhood several 
times that day and he says he slept near 
there that night. 

Sunday morning Mr. McAfee was alone 
at the house. His son Fletcher was at the 
barn, eighty yards away, and Mrs. McAfee 
was near by in the garden. Fletcher saw 
his father standing on the porch by the 
kitchen. door. 


How the Assassin Escaped. 

A moment later he heard a shot and saw 
his father stagger towards the door. Mrs. 
McAfee called to him to run to his father. 
When he reached the house the old man 
was dying where he had fallen just inside 
the door. No one was in sight, and in the 
confusion of the next few minutes the un- 
known assassin escaped. 

Dozens of neighbors arrived in response 
to the alarm and within an hour the tracks 
which led to the capture of King were found. 
The trail was fresh and unmistakable. 
Rain had fallen a few hours before and 
every footprint was plain in the soft earth. 
The trail showed that the man had walked 
in his bare feet 500 yards through a corn- 
ield and a patch of woods. Then he put on 
his shoes and kept on through the fielus 
south toward town. 

King admits he hid in the willows all day 
today and part of yesterday. The question 
which puzzles every one is to establish some 
motive for the deed. King had been fed 
and well treated by the McAfee household. 
The old man had not an enemy in the world 
as far as can be discovered. 

Many theories of the murder are ad- 
vanced. Some profess to believe a stray 
bullet from a hunter’s gun did the work. 
Another story implicates a near neighbor. 
The McAfee family believe in the tramp 
theory, and say the neighbors are above 
suspicion. King, on whom the burden of 
circumstantial evidence rests, has a wild 
look. It is possible that he is demented.

The participants, 
well-to-do farmers about 60 years old, 
had quarreled frequently for several 
years. According to Huston’s story he 
saluted H@lowell on the road this 
morning and Hollowell answered: ‘I don’t 
want to have anything to do with you,”’ at 
the same time picking upa bowlder which he 
threw at Huston. The latter ciaims he fired 
in self-defense. Huston has surrendered to 
the police and is in jail at Browk ville.

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TO OBEY THE LAW. 


GAS OFFICIALS WISH TO REORGAN- 
1ZE IN LEGAL FASHION. 


— } 


Gold Exports Will Be Made Tomorrow— 
The Supply of Local Bis Is Not Equal 
to the Demand for Exchange—Excessive- 
ly Dull Local Stock Market—Members of 
‘the Stock Exchange Discouraged Over 
the Outlook—Bond Market for July Has 
Been Satisfaetory. ' 

There is good reason to believe that an 
earnest effort is being made by the Chicago 
Gas officials to devise some plan of reorgan- 
ization which will be acceptable to the At- 
torney-General and which will permanently 
relieve the property from the liability to 
leeal attacks under which it has long suf- 
fered. There have been some conferences 
between legal representatives of the com- 
panies and the Attorney-General. These 
have not yet led to the bringing out of any 
plan which is satisfactory, but the temper 
on both sides of the question seems to be 
such as to promise more in the way of reor- 
ganization than has ever been the case be- 
fore. There was some gossip yesterday to 
the effect that reorganization plans will pro- 
vide for an issue of preferred stock and the 
retirement of outstanding bonds. That gos- 
sip was not accepted asa reasormble solu- 
tion of the situation by some of the local 
people who are closely identified with Gas 
interests. The retirement of the bonds is 
not a thing to be accomplished unless the se- 
curity offered in place of them should be 
made of such an exceedingly attractive 
character that it will be plainly to the inter- 
ests of the bondholders to make the ex- 
change. 

Pinecter J. W. Doane of the Chicago Gas 
is willing as an individual to place himself 
on record by saying: ‘“‘The aggregate net 
earnings of the companies since Jan. 1, 
1805, have been at a rate equivalent to 5 per 
cent for the year upon all of the certificates 
of the various companies whose stocks are 
now on deposit with the Fidelity Trust com- 
pany. The officials are enjoined from pay- 
ing any dividend, and no director of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke 9° pisstal would en- 
courage an illegal payment. 

Some gold exports will probably be made 
Wednesday. but the amount is not yet de- 
termined. The exports will be made by im- 
porting houses who are forced to obtain 
foreign credit and decline to pay the syndi- 
eate’s asking price for exchange. In the 
local market the supply of bills is exceeding- 
ly small and is hardly equal to the local de- 
mand for foreign exchange: Exchange 
dealers are watching the money market 
with a good deal. of interest for the reason 
that an advance in money rates would prove 
an important factor in bringing lower ex- 
change rates. Money is now worth little or 
nothing in London, Discounts for three 
months have been as low as % per cent. 
Treasury bills were recently sold by the 
government for one year at % percent. The 
tendency therefore is for money to flow 
toward New York, even with the New York 
rates as low astheyare. But if the demands 
for moving the big crops materially stiffen 
rates here that tendency will be more pro- 
nounced, The syndicate bases its exchange 
rate upon what it thinks is about the export- 
ing point for gold. It has no desire to force 
people to pay rates far in excess of the figure 
at which exchange could be sold at a profit 
against gold exports. The rate of 490 for 
demand sterling is considered to about rep- 
resent the specie point at present. There 
is not much danger of a general gold *ex- 
porting movement as it is believed that 
when the returns of the shipments made 
come to hand it will be found that the profit 
has been overestimated. The whole matter 
is one more of academic than practical im- 
portance, the Boston News Bureau says, for 
nobody believes there is the least danger of 
the Treasury being depleted of its gold now, 
when the gold shipping season is almost 
over. 

An interesting Bnelish view is given by the 
London Financia! Times, which says: ‘A 
point which is worth consideration is raised 
by the question as to how far the United 
States will be affected in the near future by 
the Chinese loans and the consequent drain- 
age of gold for the purpose. It isa fact that 
gold is flowing from’ England to Paris in 


sideration whether the movements catsed 
by these loans may not in a measure aid in 
the creation of difficulties which, in spite of 
the efforts of the syndicate, will have to be 
faced. The syndicate operations are to be 
continued in the exchange market, although 
the operations in agreement with the Treas- 
ury Department have been concluded. We 
merely. express a polite incredulity as to 
whether, when these efforts are suspended, 
there will be a sufficient inerease in the 
volume of trade to warrant a belief that the 
results will more than compensate for the 
demands of Europe, aided by circumstances 
Such as these.”’ 

New York stocks were exceedingly strong 
yesterday. The grangers particularly made 
some great gains. The local stoek market, 
however, continues lifeless. The extereme 
depression in the‘local stock market, which 
continues even when New York is showing 
much snap, is the cause of profound dis- 
couragement among the members of the 
exchange. Some of them declare they be- 
lieve the Chicago Stock Exchange is going 
down hill rather than advancing and that 
the business is getting to be of less and less 
importance. They find men who formerly 
speculated heavily in the local market are 
now active in Wall street and turn their 
backs on local stocks. Chicago has been a 
heavy trader in Wall street all the season, 
and it is no lack of the speculative spirit 
that ig causing dullness in the local market. 
The stocks are so cliqued, however, that the 
public seems to have concluded it is playing 
a losing game. It certainly is a long time 
since there has been such a complete absence 
of public interest in the local market as is 
the case now.

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RAILROAD OFFIOIALS TO MAKE A 
NEW ‘AGREEMENT ON RATES. 


Committee of Presidents and General Man- 
agers Appointed by the Board of Trunk 
Lines to Meet Today to Adjust Tariffs 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement” Is Violatedee 
Cleveland and Wheeling Through Route 
=~Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Loses 
a Point in Court. 


The committee of railroad Presidents and 
managers appointed at the last meeting of 
the Board of Trunk Line Presidents will 
meet at Coney Island today to discuss meas- 
ures whereby east and west bound treight 
rates in Central Traffic and trunk line terri- 
tory can be surely maintained. The agree- 
ment adoptedin June on board of J. Pierpont 
Morgan's yacht in New York Harbor has not 
secured that absolute maintenance of rates 
that was contemplated. Several of the 
roads, it ft understood, have made secret 
contracts which extend beyond the date 
criginally contemplated. To stop this sort 
‘‘nonsense’” it is deemed necessary to 
frame an agreement which will leave no 
loophole for dishonest agents to take advan- 
tagé of. J. Pierpont Morgan and other 
prominent Eastern capitalists interested in 
railroads are determined to.stop managers 
from slaughtering rates on the slightest 
pretext. The crop prospects throughout the 
country are better than they have been for 
several years, and these capitalists are de- 
termined to get full rates in order to-repair 
their losses incurred during the last two 
years. 

The main point be considered by the 
Presidents’ committee at Coney Island is 
the apppointment of a permanent commis- 
sion in which shall be absolutely vested the 
rate-making power. If this can be done the 
abolition of the outside freight collecting 
agents will follow as a natural sequence. 
The railroads will thus not only get more 
remunerative prices for the business they 
do but a large sum will also be saved in sal- 
aries: and commissions. 

At a preliminary meeting held in the rooms 
of the Trunk Line Association in New York 
last Thursday it was decided to cancel all 
contracts made at cut rates by the various 
lines prior to and since the adoption of the 
‘‘ventleman’s agreement,’”’ which was en- 
tered into June 27 last. The ground on which 
the contracts will be annulled is that they 
are a violation of the inter-State commerce 
law, as they favor special shippers, and itis 
understood these contracts involve large 
amounts, especially on the part of the New 
York Central, the Pennsylvania, and New: 
York, Lake Erie and Western railroads. The 
last named road being in the hands of re- 
ceivers, made its contracts openly, but the 
othér two and most of the other lines made 
secret contracts. 

By the terms of the resolution, which is 
the basis for the Presidents’ agreement, all 
the roads pledged themselves that no new 
contracts should be made by their lines that 
would interfere with the restoration of rates 
July 8 last, and they agreed further that any 
contracts below the authorized tariff shoul‘ 
be, on or before July 1, filed with the Com- 
missioners of the Trunk Line and Central. 
Traffic Associations. These cut rate con- 
tracts were filed and have been under con- 
sideration ever since. Shippers with whom 
these contracts were made, it is said, will 
not be able to secure an enforcement of it on 
the ground that they are in violation of the 
inter-State law, and no court is likely to de- 
cide under the circumstances that the rail- 
roads must carry them out. 


OLEVELAN D-WHEELING LINE. 


‘Baltimore and Ohio and Wheeling and Lake 
Erie Will Control the Valley Road. 
Arrangements have just been perfected 
whereby the Baltimore and Ohio and Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie roads will jointly operate 
the Valley railway of Ohio. A contract has 
just been signed to run for 99 years. The 
contract is of an ironclad character and 
even if the roads which are parties to it 
should pass into other hands the arrange- 
ment cannot be disturbed, The result wil 
be the formation of a new through I 
from Cleveland to Wheeling over the Balti- 
more and Ohio and Wheeling and Lake Erie 
roads. The new line, it is claimed, will be 
the shortest in existence from the Wheeling 
district to the.lakes, and will undoubtedly 
be of great benefit to the business interests 


»of Cleveland, as well as of Wheeling. The 


Valley railway contributes that portion of 
the new line between the cities of Clevéland 
and Valley Junction, and the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie that portion of the-line which is 
hotween Valley Junction and the City of 
Wheeling. Large exfenditures, it is said, 
will be made in enlarging and improving the 
terminals in the City of Cleveland. A double 
track will be byilt to accommodate the in- 
crease of business which will result from the 
new arrangement. 

A new line Is established for freight and 
passenger, traffic between Wheeling, Steu- 
benville, and other Ohio River points on the 
line of the Wheeling and Lake Erie, and the 
Cities of Cleveland, Akron, and Canton art 
other points on the Valley road over which 
the freight and passenger traffic of each of 
the roads is to pass. The Wheeling and 
Lake Brie company is given full access to 
the important terminals at Cleveland and 
to the wharves which form so important an 
element in the traffic in coal and iron ore. 
It thus obtains full access to the city of 
Cleveland, for which it has long been striv- 
ing, and facilities which are expected to re- 
sult in a very great increase of both its 
freight and passenger traffic. 

The fight for the control of this property 
has been long and bitter. The committee 
representing the interest of the Baltimore 
and Ohio was composed of Louis Fitzgerald, 
Edward R. Bacon, Giles E. Taintor, James. 
Sloan Jr., Alexander Shaw, illiam H.

Wastrington, D. C., July 22.—[Special.]—A 
Boara of Award consisting of Assistant Sec- 
retary Hamlin, Supervising Architect Aiken, 
ana Chief Executive Kemper of the Archi- 
tect’s Oftice of the Treasury Department will 
determine tomorrow whether Benjamin Hyde 
shall construct the temporary public building 
at Chicago or the next lowest bidder. In the 
mail received at the Treasury Department to- 
day was acommunication trom Mr. Hyde 
stating he had no intention of backing out 
from his contract, but he thought additional 
compensation should be allowed him for the 
increase in the price of labor and the cost of 
material. However, even if the contract en- 
tailed a loss upon him he would go ahead and 
trust to the fairness of the Treasury officials 
to see that the equities were preserved in his 
case. Furthermore, he stated that he was 
going ahead with his preparations for be- 
gianing work in accordance with his agree- 
ment. But, unfortunately for Mr. Hyde’s 
prospects, before his letter reached the ‘l'reas- 
ury Department another proposition had been 
recéived from McArthur Bros, of Chicago in 
which they offered to put up the buiiding at 
figures lower than Mr. Hyde’s modified bid 
of $124,930. | ° 

In the original bidding McArthur Bros, 
stipulated that they would do this work with 
piling for $176,000, without piling $162,000, 
in seventy-eight working days. © As soon &s it 
was known there wasa hitch in the negotiations 
between Mr. Hyde and the Treasury Depart- 
ment nearly all the original bidders tele- 
graphed the Secretary of the Treasury that 
they would stand by their figures regardiess of 
the price of labor or material... When it was 
suggested that certain modifications had been 
made over the first plans and specifications 
contractors at once submitted bids accord- 
ingly, and McArthur Bros. bave cut under 
the lowest figures of Benjamin Hyde. Thisis 
the condition of affairs at present, and the 
problem which the Béard of Award wiil con- 
sider relates to the lowest respofsibie bidder 
regardless of the award of the contract to Mr. 
Hyde. : 

“There is a matter of about $1,600 in- 
volved in Mr. Hyde’s controversy with the 
government,” said Law Clerk Fieming of the 
Supervising Architect's office, ‘and it is not 
so sure that the Secretary of the Treasury will 
accept his-offer under exfsting circumstances. 
In his communication réceived here today he 
does not recede from thé position that he is 
entitled to additional compensation as a réault 
of a misunderstanding between the govern- 
ment and himeeif regarding the provisions of 
the plans aud specitications, and here the 
matter rests. It was lucky for Mr. Hyde, 
however, that he wrote the /etter he did rela- 
tive to carrying out the terms of his contract, 
and it may redound two his advantage.”

INDIANA COAL MINERS HOLD FIRM, 


Insist Upon a Rate of Sixty Cents for Their 
Work. 

Terre Haute, Ind., July 22.—[Special.}— 
Full report of the balloting by the local 
lodges of miners in the State shows that the 
profferred 51-cent scale was rejected by even 
a larger vote than on the first ballot. More- 
over the men are sending in word of their dis- 
pleasure with their President and Secretary 
and may cause a disruption in the organiza- 
tion, although the action of the officers was 
ratified by the miners’ convention by a vote 
of 14to3. Today it is thought the prospect 
is better for them.as they learn that the Pitts. 
burg River miners are out for 69 cents, 
which would tend to bolster the demand for the 
60 centsinthis State. Theaction of Northern 
Illinois also gives the men cuurage to enter a 
stubborn fight. Operators are nut harmoni- 
ouz. At Washington; Curryville, and Star 
City the old 60-cent price is being paid, and 
the Sullivan County operators say they are 
wiliing to pay the same. This is what makes 
both uperators and miners angry, because 
they say if these operators felt they could pay 
this amount they ought to have said so in the 
convention and not waited urtil there is idle- 
ness in the State and then endeavor to capture 
the business by offering the better price for 
mining. President Purcell says he will not 
call the miners together again unless the 
operators make a proposition for a better 
price than 51 cents. 

[Six thousand operators, the entire force em- 
ployed by the Chicago, Wilmington and Ver- 
million Coal company, which controls the mines 
at Braidwood, Coal City, Diamond Hill, and 
other cities, refused to retura to work this’ morn- 
ing and are all out on strike. The company has 
offices in the Old Colony Building, No. 84 Van 
Buren street. Mr. Taylor, in the absence of 
President A. L. Sweet, said the men have no 
cause for complaint, as no reduction in wages 
has been made. and he presumes their grivance 
must be that of sympathy with operators in the 
mines of Ohio and Indiava, where a reduction 
has been made of nine cents perton. The regu- 
lar rate at which the men were employed is 77% 
cents in summer and 85 cents in winter. } 

Cleveland, O.. July 22.—Directors of the 
several iron mining companies with mines in 
the vicinity of Negaunee, Mich., will hoid a 
ineeting here within a day or two to consider 
what action shall be taken concerning the 
big miners’ strike. The men demand $2 per 
day for miners, $1.75 for unskilled under- 
ground labor, and $1.50 per day for un- 
skilled surface labor. More than five thou- 
sand men are affected by the strike. William 
Mather, who is largely interested in the Cleve- 
land Cliffs Mining company, said today that 
the demand for an increase in wages had 
come so unexpectediy he was unprepared to 
state whether it was justified or not. 

Ishpeming, Mich., July 22.— |Special.]— 
At the meeting of the Ishpeming and Negau- 
nee strikers weld today Fred Braastadt, oper- 
ator of the Winthrup mine, offered to transfer 
his lease to the miners and to present them 
with $5,000 in cash if they would take the 
noes off his hands.

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DEAL GETS IN COURT. 


TROUBLE OVER THE GREAT NORTH- 
ERW BUILDING SOREME, 


Charles H. Sampson and James Fanning 
Latham Allege They Are the Originators 
of the Plan to Erect the Proposed New 
Structure—They Say They Were Left Out 
of It and Now Want the Matter Settled 
by the Judiciary — Other News of the 
Courts. 

A bill asking for an injunction was filed in the 
Circuit Court yesterday on behalf of Charles H. 
Sampson and James Fanning Latham against 
John A. Davidson, William 8. Eden, Henry George, 
Charles J. George, Alexander Davidson, Hugh L. 
Burnham, Alvin Hurlbut, and the Great Northern 
Building and Hotel company, which is peculiar in 
its provisions. It grows out of the project for the 
hotel, office, and theater building combined which 
it is proposed shall be erected east of and adjoin- 
ing the Great Northern Hotel. According to the 
bill as flled yesterday the two complainants, Samp- 
son and Latham, conceived the idea of putting 
under lease the property included in the site and 
erecting on ft a building to be known ag the Jack- 
son Safety Deposit Building. 

It is shown in the bill that options were secured 
on the several pieces of property included, and 
that when these options were had the complainants 
went to the persons interested in the present 
building project to secure from them their co- 
operation in the plans made. The matter got to 
a point where stock subscriptions had been made 
to the amount of $375,000 toward the construc- 
tion of the thew building, and the bill sets forth 
that the proprietors and lessees of the Great North- 
ern proposed taking a good portion of the re- 
mainder of the stock, amounting to $1,000,000. 
A number of meetings were held between the pro- 
moters of the enterprise and the persons interested 
in the Great Northern Hotel, at which, according 
to the bill, Messrs. Sampson and Latham gave to 
the persons who are now made defendants all the 
information in their possession in regard to* the 
property. They secured from Fred W. Clark, who 
is the lessee of twenty-five feet of the Jackson 
street frontage, the promise to take the contract 
for erecting the building, to receive as part pay- 
ment $250,000 in the stock in the company. Mr. 
Clark was afterwards forced to give up the plan 
of taking the contract and the complainants then 
entered into negotiations with Henry George & 
Son of Detroit for the construction of the pro- 
posed builditg. Again, according to the bill, 
those interested in the Great Northern Hotel prom- 
ised to aid in the carrying out of the plans and to 
take a lease upon a portion of the new building, 
which was to be built for hotel purposes. A num- 
ber of interviews were had in Chicago with Henry 
George and his son, Charles J. George, also of the 
ifrm, in regard to the proposed building, and a 
proposition was submitted by Henry George & Son 
under which they offered to put up the building 
according to the plans of the promoters. 

In this proposition, a copy of which is made a 
part of the bill, the agreement was made that 
should the plans go through there should be deliv- 
ered to Latham and Sampson 1,000 shares of paid 
up stock in consideration of their services inmak- 
ing the leases and carrying the deal through. Of 
these 500 shares were to be delivered upon the com- 
pletion of the agreement, the remaining 500 shares 
to be held in escrow conditioned upon their deliv- 
ering the premises at the rental agreed upon in 
the option secured upon the property. The par 
value of these shares was to be $100, making as 
the value of the payment to Sampson and Latham 
$100,000, 

The bill sets forth at length various schemes 
which were worked in connection with the pro- 
posed building, ahd the allegation was made that 
John A. Davidson, President of the Great Northern 
Hotel company, and Huribut & Eden, lessees of 
the hotel, took underhanded means to defeat the 
project in the form proposed by the complainant. 
One of the statements made in the bill is that 
Willlam 8. Eden intercepted a telegram which 
Charlies J. George was sending to his father asking 
that he reconsider his refusal to go on with the 
operations. It charges Eden with having had this 
telegram abstracted from the telegraph office in 
the hotel, and thus preventing favorable action be- 
ing taken. It further charges the persons who are 
made defendants with having obtained all the in- 
formation which Sampson and Latham had se- 
cured after considerable cost and expense, delayed 
matters until the options were ready to expire, 
and then refusing to do anything further in the 
matter. The options having expired, it is charged 
they then went to the owners, secured new options, 
and carried through a building plan identical in 
form~with the one they proposed, leaving them out, 
however, and thus doing away with the necessity 
of giving them the $100,000 in stock, as had been 
previously agreed upon. '

The Thompson Navigation company of Chicago 
has commenced damage proceedings in the United 
States Court against the fire tug Yosemite for 
the recovery of $6,000, to which extent the com- 
plainant avers one of its propellers, the City of 
Ferlin, was injured last winter... The damage 
was caused by a collision between the two boats 
the evening of Jan. 11 while the propeller was 
anchored to the St. Paul dock in the South Branch 
of the Chicago River. The City of Berlin, it is 
alleged, was struck at right angles amidships 
and so badly damaged by the shock that the owners 
were obliged to have the boat set up in dry docks 
for repairs. 

An order was entered yesterday by Judge Sho- 
walter in the United States Court approving the 
report of Master in Chancery Booth, to whom had 
been referred the uncontested claims for labor, 
reaterial, and supplies invelved in the case of 
John F. Olmstead against the Distilling and Cat- 
tle Feeding company. The claims are for various 
small amourits aggregating $25,402 and the report 
of the Master in Chancery was in favor of their 
paytmmnent. 

Ransom Parker, No. 224 West Eleventh street, 
New York City, the owner of the property at the 
nerthwest corner of Madison and Halsted streets, 
has filed:a bill in the Superior Court to set aside 
a cloud upon the title. The. property in question 
is valued by the complainant at $100,000, it being 
adapted to store, office, and hotel uses. The de- 
fendants in the bill are Jesse E. Scheller, an ar- 
chitect, and his attorneys, Case & Hogan. The 
complainant says that Oct. 11, 1892, Scheller 
commenced an assumpsit suit against him for 
$2,000 upon a claim for architect’s services. No 
summons was served upon the complainant. A 
few days later, the complainant says, an attach- 
ment was issued from the Superior Court in this 
action, which was returned as levied upon Oct. 
15, 1892. Nothing further was done, the com- 
plainant avers, until April 12, 1895, when a notice 
was published by the defendants showing that 
judgment on the assumpsit suit would be entered 
against the complainant. The notice was sent to 
Rochester, N. Y., where the defendant says he 
never resided. July 3 last Case & Hogan notified 
the complainant’s agents in Chicago that they had 
purchased the complainant’s $100,000 property 
for $2,065 at Sheriff's saie, and asking him if he 
would like to settle. This letter, the complainant 
declares, was the first intimation to him of the 
attachment suit, and then he only learned of it 
through his agent in Chicago. He denies he is in- 
debted to Scheller and says, on the contrary, 
the latter was asked by him if the complainant 
owed him anything and that Scheller sal no. 
The only werk which Schellernhas done, according 
to the complainant, was to make some plans for 
a proposed alteration of the Madison street prop- 
erty, which the compasnen says he found to 
be wholly impracticable and could not be followed. 
He asks the court to set aside the Sheriff's cer- 
tificate of sale to the lawyers a8 a cloud upon his 
title, as he says he is willing to defend any law- 
suit brought against him of which he has knowl- 
edge.

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Topeka, Kas., July 20.—({Special Correspond- 
ence.)—State Superintendent of Insyrance George 
T. Anthony has just completed the official report 
of the Insurance Department of His 
opinions are expressed in the most v lan- 
guage in the report, especially in relation to fra- 
ternal and benevolent insurance. Of this he says: 

“Under this attractive title is found disguised a 
pretense to insure against accident and death. 
Through an unfortunate omission, not an enact- 
ment of Jaw, these associations find legal shield 
and gather a certain official respectability. In the 
act providing for assessment of life insurance as- 
sociations is found an exemption from its provis- 
ions that ‘This act shall not apply to any associa- 
tion of religious or secret societies now existing 
under the supervision of a grand or supreme lodge, 
nor to any class of mechanics, express, telegraph, 
or railroad employés, formed for the mutual! bene- 
fit of the members thereof and their families ex- 
clusively.” This opinion has been taken advantage 
of by a multitude of men who were born weary 
and reared in a purpose to neither toil nor spin for 
a living. As statesmen out of a job suddenly be- 
come oracles, imparting wisdom to the world, 
these men out of meat blossom suddenly into 
titled lords of benevolent insurance, as ‘Supreme 
President,’ ‘Supreme High Master of Knights,’ 
The Supreme Lodge of Ben Hur,’ ‘Grand Master 
Mogul of the Great Black Calf,’ and so on to the 
end of ingenuity and folly."’ 

On the suBject of fire instrance the Superin- 
tendent has this to say: 

“The company guilty of seeking business 
through a secret cutting of legitimate rates and 
ofcring clandestine rebates as personal favors 
should be shunned td the prudent insurer. It 
should be borne in mind that it is not substance 
bought and delivered which is the essence of an 
insurance contract, but the purchase of indemni- 
ty against possible loss of property, the value of 
which depends absolutely upon the credit and 
financial condition of the insuring company. Un- 
less the continued solvency and honor of the 
company issuing the policy is asstred the holder 
of such policy is not insured by it: hence the rules 
of So cng and the guarantees of quantity and 
quality of the thing purchased cannot safely 
kevern in this case as in ordinary business trans- 
actions."’ 

The tables. included in the report show that the 
seventy-seven companies, home and foreign, do- 
ing a fire insurance business.in Kansas had an 
aggregate receipt for premiums for the year of 
$1,939,399.99, and of losses paid, $1,006,752.12—a 
gross income of $788,817.79 above losses paid-- 
leaving a net gain of $222,827.47 on ‘an assumed 
risk for the year of $130,837, 923.02. 

On the subject of ‘‘ home insurance companies "’ 
he says: 

‘*Much has been said and written to inflame the 
public mind against foreign capital as the basis 
of Kansas insurance and to encourage by leg- 
isiation adverse to it the organization of home 
insurance companies. In this effort the prime 
element of safety has been lost. in the cheap one 
of pretended State pride. The State has been too 
yous and the profits on money quite too large 
n the multitudinous enterprises of country build- 
ing to admit of its aggregation in low interest 
securities to be tied up as insurance capital or 
reserve. With more or less ostentation fully for- 
ty cqmpanies have sprung into being and soared 
upward like burning rockets, to fall as suddenly 
smoked and charred sticks.”’

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DISPUTE ON TAX LEVY 


QONTROLLER WETHERELL DEFINES 
THE £FFEOTS OF EXTENSION. 


Even Should County Clerk Knopf Obey 
the New City Ordinance Chicago's Levy 
‘Will Still Be Within the Two Per Cent 
Limitation by $4,000—Serious Conten- 
tion on the Handling of the School 
Levy—Board of Education Charged with 
ExtravagancomMay Swap the Funds. 


Controller Wetherell maintains that if Coun- 
ty Clerk Knopf extends the taxes for general 
city purposes. in accordance with the tax levy 
ordinance as certified to him, the city will be 

‘within the 2-per cent limitation by $4,000. 
The tax levy ordinance was certified to the 
County Clerk just as it passed the Council, 
and callsfora levy of $14,239,685. Con- 
troller Wetherell in reaching his conciusion 
says the following should be deducted from 
this amount:

The foregoing deducted from the total tax 
levy leaves $4,944,243. The total assessed 
valuation of the real and personal property of 
Chicago for last year was $247,425,442. 


Two-per cent of this amount is $4.948,508. | 


This leaves a little over $4,000 leeway for 
the city, but itis customary to deduct 3 per 
cent for losses io collection, which would 
leave the amount to be raised by law $4,800,- 
053. The law provides that}the money to be 
raised for the payment of interest on bonded 
indebtedness or the principal shall be levied 
exclusive of the 2 per cent, and the contention 
which it is claimed County Clerk Knopf has 
made is apparently wreng. Mr. Knopf, how- 
ever, evidently intends to figure the limita- 
tiow on this year’s assessment, and what it 
will be consequentiy cannot be known until 
the rolls are in and the StatejBoard has equal- 
ized the assessment. 

The most serious contention seems to be in 
reference to extending the school levy and 
the city levy separately. It would be of con- 
siderable advantage to the city to have the 
taxes received in a lumpsum, while if the 
levy is made separately Controller Wetherell 
will not uble to use the school fund to 
help out the shortage in thecity. It seems 
that some of the larger taxpayers have 

pressed County. Clerk Knopf to extend the 
levy separately. . 
Make Charges of Extravagance. 


It is maintained by these men the Board of 

. Education bas been extravagant and they 
want to know how much of their money is 
going to support the schools and how much 
of itis being used for municipal purposes. 
They contend the County Clerk is warranced 
under the law in extending the levies separ- 
ately. In fact some of them bold that if he 
does not extend them separately he will vio- 
late the law. They take the position that he 
has no choice in the matter and that the 
school levy must be separate. It is held that 
until a few years ago the County Cierk always 
made a separate extension for the school 
taxes. Should the County Clerk do this each 
taxpayer's receipt would show when he paid 
his taxes, how much money he had paid in to 
support the schools, and how much to sup- 
port the municipality. The money wou'ld be 
paid over to the City Treasurer separately 
and it would be kept in separate funds and 
the Controller would be put to considerable 
trouble if he attempted to use the school 
money to hold up any of the city funds which 
were short. 

Controlier Wetherell takes the position 
that he has the right to transfer the money of 
one fund to another fund providing he does 
not place more money to the creditof the 
fund which is short than is due that particular 
fund from the tax levy. This position, he 
claims. is supported by a decision of the Su- 

me Court in the case of the city against 
uller. There seems to be a difference of 
“Opinion, however, among lawyers as to 
whether the court has decided according to 
Mr. Wethereil’s understanding in this case. 
Corporation Counsel Beale said yesterday he 
was familiar with the case, but did not re- 
mem ber the point mentioned was cov- 

ered, 

May Use the School Funds. 


“TI can see no objection,” he said ‘‘to the 
Controlier using. the money collected for 
school purposes to help the city out, pro- 
viding it does not embarrass the schools and is 

id wack as scov as the fund to which the 
oan ix ™” © is able to spare the money. Sev- 
eral you so when Hyde Park, Lake, Lake 
View, anu « other cities and villages were 
annexed tv Chicago the School Board found 
itself considerably embarrussed on account of 
jack of funds. “The Controller at that time, 

‘as the city had a surplus in its general fund, 
transferred a sufficient amount to tide the 
School Board over its trouble. Now the 
School Board has a surplus and the city is 
em barmssed, and I can see no reason why the 
School Board should not heip the city out.” 

On several occasions Mr. Wethereli’s prede- 
cessors have borrowed money from the school 
fund, but so far as known before doing so 
perinission was obtained. from the Board of 
Education... The question of the city using 
schoo! funds was agitated to some extent by 
the Schoo! Board last May and a resolution 
was parsed by the board bringing the matter 
to the attention of the Council and requesting 
the City. Controller be directed to keep the 
school funds separate. 

County Clerk Knopf did not return to the 
city yesterday but it is expected that he will 
be home today. Deputy Cierk Simons said 
the extension of the taxes would probably not 
be made for a coupe of months, and there is 
no necessity for the County Clerk taking up 
the matter until heis ready ,to exteni the 
taxes. 

Mayor Swift said yesterday that the war- 
rants authorized by the .State law recently 

by the General Assembly and the ordi- 
nance of the Council to be issued in anticipa- 
tion of a tax levy are now being engraved, 
He said it was not the intention to raisea large 
amount of money by floating these warrants, 
“We will pay them out,” he said, ** to ¢Gon- 
tractors just as we are forced by necessity to 
doso. The warrants bear 5 per cent interest 
and are no doubt worth a premium.” 


How Warrants Will Be Used. 


Controller Wethereil said: ** war- 
rants will be ready to be used in a short time 
and will be disposed of in the payment of 

_ old bills that have been accumulating. The 
entire issue will probably ‘not be for the full 
60 per cent of tne tax levy, but will be used 
just as it becomes necesfary. Our limit is 
60 per cent and that may not be reached for 
a long time.”’ 

On the question of the tax levy Controller 
Wethereill further said: 

** The first I knew of any supposea difficulty 
over the tax levy was when Isaw it in the 
morning papers. So far as I know, the mat- 
ter originated in this way: County Clerk 
Knopf came into my office with’ the tax levy 
and wanted to know how it was the levy was 
higher this yéar than it was last. I told bim 
the school tax was included in the total and 
this tax amounted to more this year than it 
did last, but was still within 3ts limitations. 
I told him this necessarily made the grand 
total higher, and I believed he would find 
such to be the case if he looked into the mat- 
ter carefully.” 

Members of the Board of Education are 
somewhat exercised cver the position taken 
by Controlier Wetherell in regard to the 
schooi tax fund and hold the fund should be 
used for school expenses solely. Some time 
ago Robert Lindbiom introduced a resolution 
to this effect and it was passed by.the beara. 
Attorney Morrill of the board also insists that 
the city officials have no right to use the 
school fund unless an t is made by 
which the board will know exactly what

The Committee on Roads and Bridges re- 
ported favorably upon the ordinance of the 
Chicago Suburban Rapid Fransit company, 
which asked the board to grant it permission 
to string wires and operate an electric street 
railway as follows: Commencing at the in- 
tersection of the north line of Grand avenue 
and West Seventy-second street, thence north 
along West Seventy-second street to the in- 
tersection of West Seventy-secona street with 
the northwesterly and southeasterly street 
known as “ Tanner road,”’ thence northwest- 
erly along said Tanner road to the intersec- 
tion of the street known as ** Dee road” with 
said Tanner road, thence north along said 
Dee road to the intersection of the east and 
west street known as ** Center street,’’ thence 
westerly along suid Center street 
and its’ continuation to the _ inter- 
section of the northwesterly and south. 
easterly street known as “River road, 
thence northwesterly along said River road to 
its intersection with the eas: and west street 
known as ‘‘Jefferson road’; thence westerly 
on said Jefferson road to the intersection of 
the north and south street known as ** Lee 
road’’; thence northerly to the southern 
corporate limits of the Village of Desplaines. 
Also commencing at the intersection of the 
northwesterly and southeasterly street known 
as ** Higgins road’ and the west city limits 
of the City of Chicago; thence northwesterly 
along the said Higgins road. to the western 
limits.of the Town of Maine. 

A couple of weeks ago the Chicago Pas 
senger Traction company presented a petition 
to une County Board asking for permission to 
operate an electric street railway in several of 
the highways of the county, among which 
was a portion of Higgins road, over which the 
Chicago Suburban Transit company wishes 
alsotorun. The petition of the Chicago Pas- 
senger Traction company was referred to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges. Yesterday - 
the poard sent the ordinances of both com- 
panies, with the recommendation of the Com- 
mittee on Roads and Bridges, to the Pub 
Service com mittee. 


RULES FOR THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Gdateniobeiners Will Consult with Heads of 
City Departments Thursday. 

Mayor Swift and John M. Clark have ar- 
ranged for a meeting Thursday between 
the Civil Service Commission and heads of 
departments. The object is to discuss the 
commission's classification, get suggestions 
from the variouwS chiefs as to what may be 
required in each department, and thus per- 
fect the list of rules before final adoption. 
The commission, with the assistance of 
John T. Doyle, Secretary of the United 
States Civil Service Commission, is still la- 
boring on classification matters and investi- 
gating the Eastern and Federal systems 
with a view of adopting whatever parts of 
them may prove satisfactory to the local 
service... The matter of applying civil serv- 
ice to the labor service is also receiving a 
great deal of attention at this time, with 
the view of bettering that branch of the 
municipal government. 

The County Commission held a brief con- 
ference yesterday and considered the ques- 
tions to be asked applicants who appcar 
to take the examination. Nothing was de- 
cided upon, but. each Commissioner sug- 
gested what he considered best to be includ- 
ed in the examination. Applicants are con- 
stantly presenting themselves at the County 
Board rooms, and fully 500 have already 
been furnished with blanks to be filled in. 
The commission will meet tomorrow to com- 
plete the list of questions, and the first exam- 
ination will be held Monday, Aug. 5. 


MUST FIGHT THEIR OWN BATTLES, 


City Cannot Interfere in the Track Eleva- 
tion Dispute. 

Corporation Counse! Beale has given an 
opinion to Mayor Swift in which he says the 
city is an uninterested party in the track ele- 
vation dispute beween the Lake Shore, Rock 
island, and Union Transit com panies over the 
condition of the latter’s tracks on Fortieth 
street. Mr. Beale says the city is only inter- 
ested in the matter of track elevation where 
the tracks cross streets and can only take a 
band eben such thoroughfares are obtsruct- 
ed, his being the case thé Lake Shore and 
Rock Island railway tracks not crossing an 
obstructed street, but simply the tracks of 
another railroad company, according to the 
opinion of Corporation Counsel Beale, the 
matter is one that has to be settled between 
the two railroad companies and does not com- 
pel action by the city. 


BIG BOOM FOR THE RAILROADS, 


Col. Rend Predicts a Large Business. in 
Moving Crops, 

‘*That $500,000;000 Southern coal com- 
bine will not affect Chicago coal dealers in 
any way,” said W.P. Rend of the W. P. 
Rend & Co. coai concern yesterday. “This 
consolidation oi the Virginia; Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama coal in- 
terests,”’ he continued, ‘is probably a rail- 
road scheme to regulate rates, as the coal 
dealers and railway magnates are the same 
individuais in those States. 

‘But there are other things which will 
affect prices. Already th is a car famine 
on the Pennsyivania Lindltthe Lake Shore, 
and the Baflimore and Ohio roads. These 
companies have at least a third more trans- 
portation orders than they can fill. The iron 
trade in Western Pennsylvania and Northern 
Ohio is more active than it has been in five 
years. The railroads will have a tremendous 
boom this fall if present crop indications 
mean anything, and mark what I tell you, 
coal wili fairly jump within ninety days. 
Soft coal is seilimg now in carload lots fur 
from $1.25 to $3 per ton, a low figure in- 
deed. But it will not be so long. Just how 
high it will go I cannot even prophesy. How- 
ever, the boom in the iron trades and the 
large transportation facilities which will be 
sapnenalioel | by the Western harvests suggest 
the difficulties which we will meet in getting 
cars.

TOUGHS AT THE POLLS 


WEST PULLMAN SUSPEOTS ADMIT 
VOTERS WERE BULLDOZED. 


Storms and Holzer Lay the Blame for All 
the Disgraceful Trouble on Officer Black- 
welleThey Claim to Have Asked Him 
to Preserve Order and Were Refased= 
Denny Hogan of Mayor Hopkins’ Office 
Named as One of the Managers of the 
Pushing-Out Tactics. 

Testimony for the Statein the West Puil- 
man election fraud case was concluded yes- 
terday, and the taking of evidence for the de- 
fense was begun. J. H. King testified he was 
struck at the polls when he attempted to cast 
his ballot and was deprived: of the right 
to. vote, and with this the case for the State 


was closed. 

The first witness for the defense was (Officer 
William Hogan, who testified that on election 
day at 1 o’ciock in the afternoon he was one 
of the officers who went to the polling place 
in a patrol wagon in response toacail. The 
witness told Officer Blackwell citizens had 
complained they had not been allowed to 
vote, but Blackwell said there was no truth in 
it, and the wagon returned to the station. 
Hogan was corroborated by ex-Policeman 
Andrew Dalton, who was on the wagon with 
him. 

The defendant, George A. Storms, was then 
called to the stand. He did not deny there 
was fraud practiced at the polling place and 
that voters were deprived of the right to cast 
their ballots. His testimony was to the effect 
that he tried to protect citizens in their rights 
but was prevented by the “‘gang’’ in charge 
of the polis, including the officers on duty. 
Storms said he was not assigned to duty at 
the polls but the orders which he received in 
the morning were to patrol the Town of West 
Pullman. Hedid not reach the polls until 
nearly 1:30 in the afternoon. There he met 
Lieut. Bassett, who told him to stay around 
the neighborhood in case ther@ was trouble at 
the polis. 

‘There was a gang of s¢wer diggers at the 
polls,’’ said Storins, “‘and/they pushed voters 
out of the line and shoved them around the 
sidewalk. I saw these tht4ngs done and went 
to Officer Biack well and told him such work 
ought to be stopped. ‘Let us go in and clean 
out this gang,’ I said, ‘for there will be h—l 
about this,’ but Blackwell said, ‘These men 
are aliright, and lam running this polling 
place.’ 


Denny Hogan Takes a Hand, 


‘*A4 littie after that an old man who to!d me 
his name was Davis cameto me and said, ‘I 
am an old map, but this is the first time I was 
ever deprived of my right to vote.” He asked 
me to help him to get into the polling place. 
I put him in the line and remained at his side 
and when the tine moved up near to the door 
I pushed the‘old man in and he voted, A few 
minutes after this one of the gang, Denny 
Hogan, came to me and asked 
ine ‘what I meant by taking those 
old guys into the polls.’ I told him the 
old man was a voter and had a right to cast 
his ballot. Hvugan said I had better be care- 
ful what I was doing. ‘I am from the Mayor’s 
office.’ he said, and he pulled his coat open 
and showed me a police Sergeant's star, I did 
not know but what he was a Sergeant. I took 
another old gentleman in and he voted, and 
one of the gang nained Stapieton came to me 
and told me | had no business to take voters 
in. He said I bad better be careful what lI 
was. doing or I would get into trouble. I 
wanted Blackwell to clean out the gang, but 
he would not do so, and | could uot do so my- 
self. 

Storms further said he was a substitute pa- 
trolman and did not know anybody in West 
Pullman or at the polls. 

The defendant Ho!zer was next placed upon 
the witness stand. His testimony was similar 
to that of his colleague in that he placed the 
blame for what occurred at the polls on Offi- 
cer Biackwell and the ‘‘sewer’’ gang. He 
said he was subject to the orders of Biack well, 
as the latter hud charge of the. poilling-place, 
and when he appealed to Blackweil and 
asked why the gang was not put out of the 
place he was told to keep stillas the gang was 
all right. Holzer said he had taken several 
voters into the polis and assisted them in se- 
curing their rights. 


Cross-Examined by Mr. Forrest. 


Holzer was severely cross-examined by Mr. 
Forrest and admitted in answer to _ the attor- 
ney’s questions that he knew at 2:30 o’clock 
in the afternoon there was a conspiracy in 
progress to keep voters from exercising their 
rights, 

‘* Why did you not stop it?” he was asked. A. 
—I asked Biackwell to goin sith me and stop 
it, but he would not doso..I1 could not do it 
myse'f. 

Did you call forthe patrol wagon when you 
saw what was going on? A.—No. 

Did you call upon citizens tohelp you to put 
down the gang? A.—No ~- 

Did you not know-the law gave you that right? 
A.—Yes, but it would have caused a big row. I 
acted in the best and easiest way. 

You did not think the riguts of a voter were 
worth fighting for? A.—I did not think they were 
worth as much as human life. 

Holzer said there was in the polling place 
one John M. Mahoney, who was pointed out 
by Blackwell as the private secretary of the 
Mayor. Hesaw Mahoney and Biackwell in 
frequent consultation. Blackwell and Ma- 
honey are both under indictment and their 
cases are pending. 

This morning the State will call witnesses to 
rebut the testimony of the two defendants, 
and the arguments to the jury will begin. 


MAY CALL FOK SPECIAL JURY. 


Election Board Members Disgusted with 
the Failure to Get Facts. 

Owing to some hitchin the serving of the 
summonses the police officers who were on 
duty at the polling-place at the Sixth Precinct 
of the Seventh Ward on the day of the fall 
election did not show up at the meeting of the 
Election Board committee at 2 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. It was the intention of the 
board to ascertain if the police officers knew 
anything as to who manipulated the “little 
joker’ on that occasion and who was re. 
sponsible for the fraud committed. As it is 
the matter will be taken up today at 2 
o'clock. 

There is reason to believe that a special! 
grand jury will be asked for to investigate all 
the election fraud cases before the board. 
The Commissioners are pretty well disgusted 
with their attempts to investigate the case in 
the Sixth Precinct of the Seventh Ward and 
have about concluded it is best to turn all the 
cases in their hands over to the State’s-At- 
tommey and ask him to use his influence to 
secure the appointment of a special grand 
jury. The marking of the ballots in the Fifth 
Ward at the Aldermanic election last spring 
was turned over to the State’s-Attorney some 
time ago, but has never been called.to the at- 
tention of a grand jury sofaras known. At- 
torney Wheelock said he had placed the mat. 
ter in the hands of the State’s-Attorney, and 
Chief Clerk Powell was directed to write a 
letter to Mr. Kern regarding the delay. 

Other cases which tne Commissioners think 
should be laid before a jury are those from 
the Twelfth Precinct. Seventh Ward; Twen- 
tieth Precinct, First Ward, and Twenty-third 
Precinct, Sixth Ward.

STREET INSPECTORS TO BE UNIFORMED. 


Cadet Gray for the Men, but No Provision 
Yet for the Women. 

Another novelty affecting a department 
of the municipal government will be put into 
effect this week by John C. W. Rhode, 5u- 
perintendent of the Street and Alley Clean- 
ing Bureau. The innovation will put all 
inspectors connected with the department 
with one exception in uniform. The excep- 
tion is Miss Jane Addamg of Hull House 
fame, who is the ward inspector in the 
Highteenth Ward. After having given the 
matter careful consideration the final de- 
cision was reached yesterday and the uni- 
form selected by Mr. Rhode. The garb 
will be similar to the fatigue uniform of a 
police officer, except that in the blouse coat 
there will be outside pockets and the sleeves 
will be trimmed in gilt braid. The regulation 
vest and trousers will be worn and the uni- 
forms will he of cadet gray. The cap will 
be of a semi-military style, with a medium; 
high, stiff crown with black band, on the 
front of which will be: “St. & A. C. D’pt.”’ 
in gilt letters, 

The badges, which will be worn on the left 
breast of the coat, will be in the shape of a 
star and will denote the wearer's position 
and the ward in which his duties lie. Those 
to be affected by this departure are the 
thirty-four ward inspectors, the ten street 
cleaning inspectors, and the head foreman of 
dumps. Supt. Rhode said: “I think itisa 
good idea and see no reason why it was not 
inaugurated long ago. As it is now the men 
are in civilians’ dress and no one can tell 
what their business is or where they belong. 
In uniform and wearing a badge people can 
recognize them at once and make complaint 
to them even on the street of things that 
need attention. It will add dignity to the 
men and to the department and enable me 
to keep track of where they go. No pro- 
vision has been made for any of the women 
inspectors, and please don’t suggest bloom- 
ers. The uniforms will be ready this week. ’ 

It is not known whether the inspectors 
who are affected by this order will like the 
uniform idea, and it may be possible that be- 
fore the order to don the new dress is given 
serious objections will be made.
